ligious ceremony , conuerling privately 
with his diſciples,and making his laſt will 
3nd teſtament, had ſufficient occaſion, I 
thinke, to conceive through his infinite 
wiſedowe,that here was no place for me- 
raphoricall figures, {ymbolicall ſenſes, or 
harſh ſpecches ſubieR to ſundry interpre- 
rations - This reaſon conuiceth my wit, 
& ſo perſwadeth my vnderſtanding, that 
ſuppoſing the thing poſiible, I maruell as 
ny mancandenyit. And therefore fince 
the venity of cathelike rel1gion is ſotrues 
certainely all arguments obiced again(t 
it-conſequently are conuinced to be falſs, 
whereunto followeth , that they may bee 
anſwered . asin like maner we affirme all 
arguments which can bee vitered againſt 
the holy Trinity to be Paralogiſmes & 10- 
luble. And for betterintelligence , and 
more fuller conceit, I meane to propound 
the chiefeſt and rather anfiver them with 
naturall ſimilicudes, or other ſuperna' u- 
$all myſteries, then ſeriouſly afloile them 
according to the principles of Diuinitie, 
where of molt rcaders are not capable. 

| Fuſt, 
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Firſt, ſome will demand,how is it poſ- 
ſible that ſuch a great bodie , as that of 
Chriſts, with al parts and members, ſhuld 
be cowched or conueicd vnder (o little an 
hoaſt,vnder a crumme ot bread,or a drop 
of wine? I demaund before I anſwer, ifit 
were not as great amyracle,for to make a 
church or mountaine enter into a hole no 
greaterthan a barley corne? No mancan 
doubtofit : but this 1 will ſhe you done 
by nature, 

Goto the toppe of Paules ſteeple,and 
there view the country about,the moun- 
taines, hilles, plaines, valleis, the rmers, 
the gardeins,meddowes, orchardes,chur- 
ches, houſes, beaſts, and men, heauen a- 
boue, avd carth beneath: now after ſuch 
a mightie proſpe&t,ſhut your cies, and in 

our mind yeu ſhall ſee all within, which 
fore you ſaw without , in the ſame or- 
der, ſituation, correſpondence, and pro» 
portion. Now I wil iaquire by what m6- 
ſtrous gate paſſed in whole mountaines, 
villages, and riuers, and pallaces? By the 
{inal circle of the apple ofthe cie,no grea 
ter than a barly corne. But how was God 
able to cowch ſuch a quantitie , or ſuch a 
e, in ſolucle a moate? Thereaſon is, 
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becauſe the mountaine entring intothe 
cic, putreth ona certaine ſpirituall gar- 
ment, although the forme of the moune 
raine imprinted in our cies, of it (clfe be 
corporall,and extended like other mate- 
riall qualities in the ſudic&t. This ſame 
ſimilitude molt aptly declareth the my- 
ſerie of Chriſts bodice in the ſacrament, 
becauſe it receiueth a certaine (pirituall 
garment , that maketh it to bee in cuerie 
parte of the hoaſt , as the image of the 
mountaine repreſenteth the whole moun 
tainc in cuerie mans cite without confuſt- 
on,orimptoportior. I demaund whether 
1s more myracu/ous, to make a man with 
all his limmes to bee placed in no greater 
roome than a ncedles point, ora thing, 
which of it ſelfe is lefle than a needles 
point,without anie addition of lubſtance, 
tobe dilated as much as a man? The lat+ 
ter we ſce daily, why then do we wonder 
ſo much at the former? The ſoulc of man 
requireth no place, but of it (cle fully and 
perhitly can refide in lefle than a needles 
point : yet we ſee it dilated and ſpiritually 
extended as faire as the bodice . Yea God 
himſclte filleth al places, whoſe entire & 
compleate ſubſtance requireth no _, 

ut 
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but wholy may reſide in one indiuifible 
point. 

Is not the higheſt heauen the vaſteſt 
bodie, and the mightieſt maſle that cucr 
God created ? and yet according tothe 
molt accepted opinion ia the (chooles of 
Philoſophers itinhabiteth no place. 


If God by his omnipotenciecoulde 4 
make a Cammell paſle through a needles 7 


cie>who wil denie but that he can put, by 
the ſame omniporencie , the bodie of 
Chriſt ina little hoaſt 2 Therefore well 


ſaide S.Cyprian, Pam: quem Chriſtus diſei- 
prlis ſms porrigebat, non effigie ſed natura mu comm Dem, 


tatns, verbs onmipotentia fattus eſt cars; that 
bread which Chriſt gaueto his Diſciples 
not chaunged in forme, but in nature, by 
the omnipetencie of the worde was made 
fleſh. We fee that Chriſt in manie mica- 
cles ſulpended naturall agents from their 


moſt proper and necellaric aftions,as fire paz. ;, 


from burning inthe furnace of Babylon : 
the iron from deſcending in the prophets 


hatchet: S, Perers bodic from drowning Mat. 14, 


when hce walked vppon the water : whic 
may hee not heere ſuſpend the bodic of 
Chriſt from extending it in place? 

Pre. Secondly, hovy can one bodic bein 
B 4 {0 
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fomanye places at once, in Eng'ande, 
France, Flaunders, Italie?&c. 

I anſwer : how is my ſoulc whole in my 
head,whole in my handes,& whole in my 
feete? If then one ſoule may bee imire 1n 
three places,there is no repugnance yvhy 
one body may not be in diuers places; for 
the repugnaunce is alike in both, It you 
fay,the ſoulc hath a certain connexion, or 
continuationin the bodice, which Chriſtes 
body hath not in ſuch diſtant pl:ces, this 
availeth not: For who canproue,or cucr 
dd proue,that itis impolsible for God to 
curoff my arme,and keepe my (oule in its 
and transfer it into Fraunce or Italic, leau- 
mg the ſame {oule in my body herein En< 
gland? 

We heare the Preacher in the Pulpit, 
whoſe voyce is butone , yet five hundred 
recciue it, and cucry one the ſame ſound 
in his care. 

We ſec in looking glaſſes, if there be a 
hundred little ones about a great glaſle, in 
euery oneof them our faces mtire, Whes 
ther is more difficult, to conceiue one b0- 
dy in mavy places, or many bodies 1n one 
place? Siely,] thinke ro mortal} man e= 
uer yetcould yeeld a ſuificicnt reaſon;but 
we 
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we kno\w moſl certainly that two bodies 
were inone place when Chriſt 1ſlucd our

Pre, Tel me how the ſoule of achild en- 
tring inthe conceprion of theinfanr into 
ſo ſinall and little a body without any 
addition can extend and dilate it ſeite 
throuzh the whole body of a man ? tel me 
how Gods indivifible ſabNance, without 
addition, mination; ot alteration » falle:h

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the whole world? 
So. Do we not proue by daily experience 
how a little ſtorax or frankenſence, reſol- 
ued into ſmoke keeping the ſame martter 
andquantitie only by rarefaftion to bee 
ſufficient to fall a whole church? beſides, 
thoſe that vſe ro worke quickſiluer preue 
molt palpably, how thipmettal being ſee 
ypon a fire in a pot aſlendeth al in ſmoke, 
and filleth a moſt large roome, yet after 
with external colde being congealed, the 
ſelfe ſame quicke-ſiluer fallerh downe a- 
gaine, and is brought to a very fmall 
uantitic. Euen & the body and blood of 
hriſt, although for a time they be cn- 
larged yet when the cloude is paſled, the 
externall vailes of bread & wine are con- 
ſumed- the body is asit was before,and fo 
ſhall remaine in all eternitic. 

Fourthly how can thoſe accidents,that 
whirenes, that quantitic, that moyſtncs, 
that drynelle, in the aire withour 
their ſubſtance, as oFhouſe ſuſtained with- 
out any foundation, the rinde without the 
choare. 

Pro. He that rnderſtandeth the miſtcry 
of Chriſts incarnation effeted by the 0+ 
manipotent hands of God, cannot call in 


queſtion 
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crament, becauſe 1t is as naturall for a 
ſubſtance to ſubſilt in it ſe!fe, as for an ac- 
cidentto be inherent in an other, and yot 
God ſeperateth trom the humanitie of 
Chriſt his perſon and manner of ſubſi(t- 
ing; why then may he notſcuer fro theſe 
accidents their adherence to another? and 
ſomuch che more, becauſe Chriſt; huma- 
nitic is inferted in his diainitic, which 
hardly can be concemed without ſome 
mutabilitic, which cannot be in God; 

If arre or nature can make ſuch admira. 
ble ſeperations , as wee dayly proue, this 
pointe cannot ſceme (o bd Did 
not the Romains tric pure wines from 
mingled by putting them 1n an iuye diſh» 
through which the water dropped and 
left che wine behinde? Doth not quick(il- 
uer ſcuer golde incorporated with other 
mettells from them all> are not the Pote- 
caries able our of all hearbs, fruits, trees, 
and flowers, by fire to drawe the moi- 
{ture from the terreſtrial! ſubſtance? and 
{hall wee ſay that God i5 not able, to di- 
{tl the accidents from their ſubſtance, 
and drawe the internal! ſubſtance, hike 
ſweet oylc, from the barke of accidents? 
Fittly, 
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Fiftly, how can there be ſuch choppin 
and changing of ſubſtances of bread an 
wine into the body and bloud of Chriſt, 
lek,2,” . andycrnocxternall ligne appeare, as we 
ſee apeared in the changing of water inte 

Ked.4: winc, and in therodof Moles conuerted 
into a ſerpcat? 

Ainlz.cgs Planerccounteth not vnlike effects of 
thunder, that it melted the mony in bags 
ſealed with waxe, and yct noſigne in the 
world appeared cither in To Evo or 

%ml,c.zz waxc. And Scaeca afhirueth, that ſome- 
times it melted the ſword, rot indamna- 

Bins the ſcabbard : and why may not 

od change the fubſtance and leaue the 
ſcabbard of accidents, fince he is the 
Author of nature and wadethdeeper into 
the bowells thereof then any cxternall or 
internall agent? 

In Chriſts incarnation, there was a 
change of mans nature, the which lacked 
his owne perſon and was vphelde by the 
perſon of the fonne of God, and yet ex+ 
tcrnilly thoſe that ſee his body , viewed 
Rot this change by ary ſenſible effe . In 
iuſtification alſo a finner is wholy re- 

* need within, apd made anew creature, 


and yet what cxtc:nall ſhew appeareth 
of 
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of this internall mutation? 

Senſible miracles and fignes were gran- 
red, eſpecially by God,for the conuerlion 
of infidels, and therfore were not effected 
ſo often among Chriſtians after they had 
received the faith:for as S.Greg. ſaith, Fi- 
des non habet meruxm, v61 humauna ratio 
prebet expermentian, Faith hath no merite, 
where huwane reaſon yeeldeth proofe: 
therefore it was expedient that this my- 
ſterie thoulde be vailed , that our reaſon 
might poſleſle a ſenfible obieR ſurpaſcing 
al __—_ and onche by faith co be belece- 
ucd. 

Sixtly, how is not the body of Chriſt 
conſumed by ſo many,who daily lince the 
firſt inſtitution, for ſo manic yeeres hauc 
eaten him? 

Pre. Chriſt, rooccurre and anſwerethis 
reaſon in the 6.chapt. of Saint Iohn, firſt 
wrought the wonderfull miracle by teed- 
1ng $090. men, beſides women,and chil- 
dren with five barly loaucs , and two filh- 
es, with the adnantage of twelue baskers : 
Ifay he wrought this myracle before hee 
beganne to deliuer them the myſterie of 
this Sacrament, thereby to prepare 
themſclucs ro auſwere this Obietion : 
that 
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thatifwith ſo little he could feed ſo ma- 
ny,and make ſo much remaine more then 
he receined at the beginning, how can 
he notfeed millions, with his body , and 
yet preſerue it as entire as it was, when he 
firſt gave it? Chriſts body doth no other- 
wiſe heere then oure ſoules doe cueryc 
day in our bodies, becauſe as bodics con- 
tinually exhale forth ſome partes, the 
which wee reſtore againe by meate and 
drinke : theſe parts dayly thus exhaled, 
our ſoules ceaſe toinforme, and yet they 
neuer conſume nor deminiſh, euvenſo 
Chriſts body reſiding in dwers hoaits, 
ceaſcth to bee im them lcſing thoſe pla- 
ces withour any other conſumtion or al- 
teration. 

Wee ſee the ſunne ſo many yeres hath 
every daye brought newe lighe to the 
world, euery minut he changeth his place 
without defe& or conſumption. And 
why ſhal nortthe Sunne of Juſtice lighten 
the worlde in this Sacrament , and yet 
change cuery winute his place without 
corruption or decay? 

Seauenthly how can he abide to paſle 
into ſuch yadecerplaces, as mens tomaks 
whoſe breaths many ſcarſe can tolerat? 

How 
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hew vndecent and vncleane ſocuer, rece- 
uingno infettion by them : but as the ſun 
beames beating vppon a dunghil, neither 
are infected nor defiled, in like manner 
the body of Chriſt adorned with the 
beames of immortalitie and impaſlibility, 
receaueth no impresſion of any infectious 
or noyſome creature. 

$o. Theſtinch of {in much more annoi- 
edthe {mell of his ſoule, when he conuer- 
ſed in earth among finners than this could 
moleft his body, and yet it was not vade- 
cent he ſhculd ſuffer that , bur a ſigne of 
extreme loue and mercy, fo it is not vn- 
ſeemly his body ſhould bee where thoſe 
defets be, ſuffering nothing bur onely re- 
maining there to worke melt admirable 
effeQts in his creatures, to their great pro- 
fit and his exceeding charitic, as ſhall 
hereafter be declared. 

Eightly what becometh ofthe body of 
Chrilt after the formes of bread and wine 
are corrupted? affendeth it to heauen? the 
18 it continually in voiage. Doth it ſtay in 
the ſtomacke? but that 1s moſt vndecenr. 

When amans arme is cut off, what be. 
commeth of his ſoule that informed that 
arme 
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arme? doth it periſh?then he chat lacketh 
an artwe,lacketh apiece ot his ſoule. Doth 
i hang in the aire ? Bat the aire 13 not ore 
Samized toreceiue the information : ti- 
nally,itceaſcrh toinform the arme,it lec- 
ſeth that ſubie& and place, keeping the 
place in the bodie where it was beſore:e- 
uen fo the bodie of Chriſt lecfeth the 
Place it had 1n the ſtomacke, and keepeth 
the place it had betore in heauen.

Ninthly , when the Hoaſt is broken, 
how'is not the bodie of Chriſt broken l- 
ſo? why are not ſeperated the leg2es from 
the body,&c? why heare we no crackling 
of bones? why ſce we no effuſion of blod? 
Pro. When a looking glaſſc is broken, do 
you not {ce in both the peeces your face 
as cntire as when it was whole 2 cuen fo, 
when 
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when the hoaſt is broken, in both partes 
thereof remaineththe bodie of Chriſt as 
entire as it was in the whole. 


Sol. Alberts Magnus recounteth not yn« Albers 


like eflefs of thunder, that it burns ſom- ay 


times the ſhooes, but hurteth not the feet, <2p.:2. 


it ſingeth the haire off the head and face, 
without any annoyaunce of thoſe partes, 
Beſides, hee that mang'!cth the bedy can 
not mangle the ſoule, which kee peth her 
unmortalitie : lkewiſc hee that breaketh 
the hoalt, impeacheth nothing the incor- 
ruptible aad 1ndiuitible maver of Cluilts 
ſacramentall preſence in the blified Sas 
cramhent. 

Tenthly, howcan Chriſts bodv be in 

the Sacrament without confulion, beerng 
whole coarted into (o little a place,tor it 
ſcemes that al his bodte (hould be prefled 
to nothing? 
Pro. This may bee moſt perſpiciouſly 
reſolued by the firſt ſimilitude we broght 
at the whole countrie, which entreth n+ 
to the exe without confulion,and our taces 
which we (ee, cuycrie one inan others cic, 
with al delineaments moſt intire, withou: 
any diforder or umpropartion. 

.When Chriſts bodie entre the dores 

C being 
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being (hut , oriſlued out of his mothers 
wombe, was his bodie preſled to nothing? 
No, that were corruption , and not perte- 
ftion, and vndecent for ſo decent a bodie. 
Iam here to aduertiſc the gentle Rea- 
der,that al fimilituds which Fathers bring 
to declare the miltcries of our faith,as the 
incarnation, trinitie,grace,charitie,&c. do 
cuer diſſent almoit in as many thingswith 
the myſterie, as they agree with it. T hers 
fore maruell not it ſome of thoſe I have 
brought jumpt nor in all things with the 
bleſled ſacrament:for if they ſhould, they 
were not familitudes,but the fame things. 
Belides,conſider how many wondertull 
workes wee daily proove cfteed, which 
we would haue indged impolsible before 
we ſce them, as ina geographicall glaſſe, 
the compas,and fuch like . Now inferre 
hereu hatif men by naturall skill can 
reach but our capacitie, how far can God 

go paens it? 
Laſtly,not onely heretikes, butalſoin- 
fidels exclaime againſt Catholiques , that 
it is athing, not only vndecent and horri- 
ble to eate mans fleſh;& drinke his bloud, 
but alſo impious andinreligiousto cate 
their God,for what, ſay they, s nn wy 

ur 
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furd then for God to abaſe himſclfe to be 
eaten,and more abhominable then for his 
creatures prophanely to deuoure him? _ 

This obiefionmight as wel bee made 
againlt Chriſtes incarnation, death, and 
paſsion , for it ſcemeth as vadecent for 
God to lic in a womans wotnbe for nine 
moneths,for hmm that is life it ſelfe to die, 
2sto be eaten in this Sacrament : for what 
need had he ofhis creatures that he ſhuld: 
toile ſo much for them? why could he noe 
haue fo: giuen them all their offences of 
his owne accorde , ſeeing the fault was 
committed againſt him? But che wiſdorna 
of GOD over-reached theſe carnall and 
cloudie concented men, and therefore de- 
termined meanes ſurpaſiing all vnder- 
ſtandings and deviſes. Wherefore, as in 
the n—_ of Chriſtes incarnation, the 
Fathers and DoQors indeuoure to ſearch 
out the reaſons which moued the maieſty 
of God {o extraordinarily to exmiruice 

himſelfe to become man : cuen ſo we will 
here procure to vnderſtand ſome reaſons 
why fo familiarly he did debaſe 
himſelfe to be our 
foode.

Our merciful and pittiful Lord inſtituted 


a memoty ot his wonders, he gaue foode

preſently repreſenteth the ſame . It rai» 
fing vp of the dead, if giuing {ight to the 
blinde, if in fatiatmg anumber with fo 
Iittle, moſt plainly it ſhall appeare heres 
after, thatthis Sacrament cauſeth life c- 
uerlaltmg, thatit openeth the eyes of the 
foule, that it feedeth millions and never 
rotiſumeth. Therfore moſt true it is, that 
this Sacrament is an abridgemenr of the 
wonders that God wrought, and it felfe 
one of the greareſt wonders of all. And 
therfore they may well ceaſe now, who 
admired fo much Archimedes for con- 
triving 4 ſpheare of glafle; wherein hee 
had compriſed the motions of the hea» 
uens, ſince in this ſacrament are vnited all 
the admirable operations, wonders, and 
miracles, which proceed from the hands 
of the ſaueraigne workmai of heaucn 
and carth, grace and 
nature.

jointe aſſentapproue this principle to 
be of an vndoubted verity. £x quubuu con- 
fam ex yſdem nutrmar, with thoſe 

ings we are nouriſhed of which we are 
made, For being ded of fleſh, 
bones, heart, liver» braines, ſinewes, wee 
cannot line except we befed with fleſh, 
bones, heart, Lucrs, finewes, to nouriſh 
our bones, heart, liver, &c. which poſiti- 
on muſt nortbe ſo groſly concciued, that 
we oughtrocat bones, or livers» to nou» 
riſh our bones, or heartes, for many cate 
nothing but roots, hearbes,fruites,bread, 
falhes, never touching fleſh, or bones, and 
yetare nouriſhed . But that whatſocuer 
we recciue for fultnance, cannot reftors 
the partes which by centinuall reſolution 
vaniſh away, except the mcate wee take 
be firſt converted into the ſubſtance of 
thoſe partes which are to be repaired. 
Therefore that bread wee cate doth nor 
nouriſh the heart before it be conuerted

Iin bim. By whick wordes are pro- 
pounded two admirable vnions, the one

T hat God hcrby dwelleth in v3,it canner 
be called in queſtion, becauſe as meat en- 
treth into vs, remaineth in vs, and is vai-

ient fountaine of light, ſo all the faith- 
full fituated inthe firmawent ynmoouea= 
ble of the Cathohke Chorch , are vnited 
together and made one in this bleſled Sa- 
cramenttbut with this diffcrence,that the.

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predominien, yet the ſoule keepeth cher 
1n peace,cenſerueth a moſt ſweet harmo+ 
ny containeth cucry one in h13 office : ec 
uen fo this bleſſed Sacrament ioyneth 
Chrifts ſervants, Greekes,and Egyptians, 
Jewes and Gentiles, poore and rich, lear- 
ned and ignorant,in an admirable bond of 
loue and ynnic,if they receiuc it with that 
preparation,and vſc it as they eught - the 
which vaion-loue , and peace, Ilay the 
Prophet foretold was tao ſlowe ouer the 
carth, after that little cloude which Eltas 
behelde bad powred downe this blefsed 
Sacrament vpon it, Habwunbu (ſaith he) be- 
, the woalfe (hall dwel with the lamb, 
the libbard ſhall reſt with the kidde, the 
calfe, the lion,and the ſheepe, ſhal lodge 
all together, and a little childe ſhall leade 
them: he meaneth, ficrce, cruell, and in- 
tratable men, lavage nations, and barba- 
rous countries, ſhall be broughtro vnion, 
eace,and loue, no doubt but pripcipally 
y vertue of this ſacred communion: this 
common ſoule will cauſc ecuery one to 
keep hiaſe)fe in order: this Intle childe 
whuch we fold with our þreafts in this (a> 
crament,wsll guide,pacifie, and comforte 
themall: for what inflameth mcn,oneto 


louc 
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loue another principally but reſemblanc® 
and fimilitude? Why doe kinſemen fo at* 
fe one another, but in regard of reſern” 
blance of bloud, and fimilitude of come 
plexions ? And therefore they are called, 
Canſavguinei and Kinſemen. And what (i= 
militude can be greater then this, where. 
by good chriſtians are made Vere Con- 
ſangwines Chrifts , In very deede the kinſ- 
menof Chriit. Yea rather identified or 
made one with the (c!fe-ſame bloud, the 
ſcife. ſame body and ſou!c, which no kin- 
dred euer did participate, becauſe they 
haue the like bloud and bodies, but not 
the ſame, nor the {ame ſoule . The dige 
mity and worth of thoſe which be parta» 
kers ot this ſacrament may calily inuite al 
men to loue them. For as we priſe and ad» 
mire all thoſe whom we acknowledge to 
be of account, fo ſurely wee ought to c« 
{tceme thoſe who are bathed wirh the 
bloud of Chriſt, who are indued with his 
grace, whoſe bodics are liuing temples & 
pallaces to allodge this royal] matefſtio. If

leſtiall ſpirits gaue the law: If the napkins aa,zp

recciue ſooften, and keepe fo long the 
kingot Angels, the head of all the Apo» 
ſllesintheir bodies.

T he firſt is, howe God hath free will. 
2. how he knoweth theſe future effetes 
which neuer ſhalbe, bur if ſome circum- 
ances did occurrexthey would fal foorth. 
As for example , Yeti: Beth/aida, Woe 
be to thee Beth/aida : for if in Tire &c. 

.how God doth predeſtinate, 4.the mi- 
Fl of the Trinity, 5. howe «Adams fin 
can be transfuſed or communicated to his 
poſterity, 6. the miſtery of Chriſtes in- 
carnation, 7. howe that which once was 

ſhall afterwards be repaired in 
relurreRtion, 8. how a ſpirit can be dila- 
ted in a body, 9. how the corporall fire of 
hell can torment a ſpirit, the 10. is this 
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admirable Sacrament, the which in my 
judgement for difficulty furpaſlcth them 
all . For if you can but reſolus me in one 
or two queſtions about cache of them, I 
wil make you ſufficiently conceive them - 
all, As plainely I could make it appeare 
diſcourfing ouer euery one: but becauſe al 
men, yea very feware capable Iwill omir 
them. For in this Sacrament fr{t you have 
heard difficulties about the wordes, how 
they can effe&rhar they lagnify, 2. howe 
they effe&iir, 3. 1n what time they clteR 
it. Secondly you haue inexericable difft- 
culties about the bodye of Chriſt, 4. by 
vvhataQtion is it produced,5.by what ma- 
nerconliſteth it in an indwufible fore, 6.

ſion, 7. howe doth it not penetrate thoſe 
accidents, $. or vyhat vnion hath it vvith 
them, g. vvhat oppoſition findeth itwith 
the ſubſtance of bread, 10. howe is it not 
by ſo many that feederth vppon it conſu- 
med, 11. howe canitbe diſpercedin fo 
many places, 12. how can it be extended

uverlaſting : the latter though as it ſeemes 
not ſo worthy, yet firſt in execution, are 
the means to atchicue life everlaltiog, As 
for them moſt huely our hope we ſec cre- 
Red by this ſacrament . For who 1s ſo foo 
liſhro thinke that God will deny him any 
thing neceſlary to ſalnation,fince he hath 
left him his body, ſoule, perſon, bloud, &

that G O D firmely pretended to con-

And 
may not weein like manner ſaye » that 
Chriſt hath left vs an inuiſible proofe, 
that hee pretendeth neuer to faile in 
meanes neceſlary to life everlaſting, ha- 
uing preſenteda pillar of light, a cloude 
of raine, aceleſtial Manna, to i] luminate 
our 
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our ynderſtanding , to coole the fierie 
flame of concupiſcence,to feed our ſoules 
tocternal life 2 And therefore hee ſaide, 
HMandxcauerunt patres veitri manna made- 
ſerto, © mortus ſunt , Your Fathers didde 
cate manna ia the deſart , and they died. 
ui manducas hume paxem- vinet im aterno, 
Hee that cateth this bread ſhal live for c- 
wet, Iohn the faxt chapter : In like forte 
we may be aſſured of life eueriaſtiog : for 
hee that prouideth ſuch forcible and ex-

Riſtophanes faide that loue was of ſuch 

nature that it affefted (o to vnite lo- 
vers;thatthey ſhould become one thing: 
bur becauſe this was impolhible to bee 
done, cither without the deitruRion of 
one, or both, therfore it inforced them to 
procure all thoſe vnions wh1ch were poſ- 
ſible, as the ſame indgementes, opimons, 
deſires, habitations, table , apparell &c. 
And indeede this opmion of Arffopha- 
nes we may confirme by daily experience: 
For vvhat e's pretend thoſe who fo vehe» 
mently embrace one an other, but as1t 
were one toenter into another, and vrite 
themſelues in one,for the vehement affe- 
hon of ID>ue. Why d1d ob ſay, Dmns nub 
act wt de carnibrs ers ſateremmer , who will 
Fre me that wee may bee filled with his 
fle ih, but to declare that the vehernency 
of loue delired this vnion ? How polleſle 
the 
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the three perſons in Trimtye ſuch vehe- 
ment and ardent love, but tor the vwron 
of one ſubſtance inthree perſons ? That 
which mer thoughe impoſſible to God 
was poſſible, and that which nature affe 
Aed,was by the Author of nature & grace 
in this miſtery effected: tor herby impar- 
ting his body vnto men without deſtru- 
con of ether, he cauſed an vnio of both, 
whereupon enſued that the loue of God 
could not but be fingularly increaſed to- 
wards vs, becauſe as fathers loue molt ve. 
hement!y their children, becauſe in them 
they ſcea part of their owne ſubſtance, 
diſperced intheir bodres, though after 
many chaunges and a'terations : So God 
vewing his whole ſubſtance, without any 
mutation or change in natureorqualitie, 
his body and bloud, his ſoule and perſon, 
really remaining in vs and ioyned with 
vs , cannot but loue vsexceedingly, much 
more then any father his children. And 
we tor the lelfe-ſame cauſe are woned 
to love ham for the ſame vnion , or ra- 
ther idenrification of ſubſtance. For who 
1s ſo bafe mmded,or cold in affe ion, that 
lifting vp the eics of his ſoule to heauen, 
admiring the infiaite Maicſtye of God, 
where

where millions of Cherubins and Sera- 
phines ſtand in his fight, veiling their 
eyes with their golden - wings, leſt chey 
ſhould be dazelled being not able to be- 
holdthe infinite brightnes of his glory? 
whol fay after this conſideration would 
not open all the vaines of his heart, and 
reſolue them into loue, ſecing this ſouc- 
raigne Maieſtic todiſcend from heauen 
to carth, ro dwell with a peorc worme, 
to lodge with a miſcrable man, ene thar 
many times had offended him, to couer 
himſelfe vnder bread to be eaten of him, 
and to enter into his body to be eternal.

The like,withour al doubr,ſtood with 
his providence, in inſtituting this Sacra« 
ment, that we ſhould have in our temples 
thetruc Ark of his covenant, whence-fr6 
he was to giue anſwere, to imprint inour 
heartes at the view of his tabernacle are- 
uerend feare, and a fearful loue of his ma- 
icltie : forif we were Angels, and needed 
not corporall ſenſes to pourtraite or re- 
preſent the maicſtic of God vnto vs, little 
3t woulde auaile vs , to have preſent ſuch 
rites & ceremonies, but becauſe our ſoule 
m thisexile is drowned ia the body , and 
cannot aſcend to God , but by fixing the 
firſt and ſecond ſtep in cxternall fences, 
and corporall imaginations : therforetour 
prouident Sauiour condeſcending to our 
2nfirmities,, ordained a fenſ1ble preſence 
for his maicſtie, thereby to ſtrike into vs 
reuereuce,feare, andreſpec, and fo in ef- 
felt it ſeemes that experience teacherh. 
For when I enter into an heretical church 
without l:2hr,altare-or image, and cſpeci. 
ally 
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aly without the body of Chriſt,me thinks 
Icomhe into ſome valt prophanc hall , or 
at beſt, ſome great ſchoole, for it carrieth 


no ſhew, nor caſteth any ſme} ofreligion. ' 


Whereas entring into a church of Catho- 
likes,al thatI ſec breatheth'pietic and re- 
ligion, the lamps and iighes repreſent the 
indeficient glory ot heauen , and bright- 
nes of Gods elected, the Images giue mee 
co vnderſtand the multitude of Saints and 
Angels, who aſviſt the maicſty of Godin 
his eternal temple, whereas day and nighe 
they neuer ceaſe his praifes : the Altare 
leades me to that incruent ſacrifice, which 
daily is offcredto the liuing God, for all 
the faithful in Chriſts church:and in fine, 
the preſence of Chriſt in the Tabernacle 
moueth me to reverence, to look into my 
ſeife, to carry mecircumſpettly in that 
order as {uch a preſence requirerh. For as 
wel noteth Saint Chry. When Courtiers 
come before the Kings preſcnce,they are 
carctul and circumſpe&t what they doe, 
they roll their eyes abouttheir garments, 
leſt any ſpotte or blemiſh in them mighe 
effcnd the Kings eyes, they ponder theyr 
ſpecches , leſt any vndecent word ſhoutd 
elcape from them,they forelooke al theyr 
geltures 


ef Treatiſe of 
geſtures & aftions,leſt any of them ſh uld 
appeere vngrateful tothe king? And how 
doe faithfrll Chriſtians when they come 
before Chriſt in the Church ? they looke 
mtothcir ſoules, weigh their words,con. 
ſider their thoughes , and in fine, beware 
that nothing proceed from them , thar in 
any forte may diſpleaſe ſo divine a maie- 
ſtic: for indeede, as the fame Authour 
wel aduertiſcth,by the preſence of Chriſt 
in the Sacrament,the church is converted 
into heauen. For as we proouc the kings 
Court and Throne 13 not bis pallace , his 
ardens» hls golden galleries, his worie 
ds, his chaire of eſtate , his pearled ca- 
nopies , but the perſon of the King is the 
eſſence of the Court and Throne, al the 
reſt be acceſlary to him,cuen fo the court 
andthrone of heauen 15 nor thoſe ſpheres, 
thoſe angels,thoſe ſaints,they be all orna« 
ments,they be acceſlary , rhey waite ypon 
Chriſt, whichis the very cllence and ſub- 
ſtance of the court and throne of heauen, 
who nowe dwellng in the Church hath 
changed it into heauen : and queſtisleſle, 
where Chrilt rs,there cinoc but be a mul- 
titude of Angels attending his Maieſt:c, 
bcholding his glory,as Chry/cwitne __

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The tenth canſe.to be the end and con-. 
ſunmation of all the other 
Sacraments 


VV Hen I conſider the ſeauen Sacra- 
ments of Chriſts church» me thinks 
I conceaue Ged as an immenſue Circle 
without bound or hmit, whence from 
i\ſuerh fix Sacraments, as lines, who end 
allin the center of Chriſts body in this 
Sacrament, orelſe that the other {ix are 
great floudsof grace which waterthe 
carth of Gods elected, yet all running a+ 
maine to the ocean fea, which 1 this cuere 
laſting Challice, or elſe, that the ſcuen 
Sacraments, reſcmble the ſeuen Planets, 
whoſe influcaces cauſe ſuch admirable cf- 
fets in this corporall world, all yet re- 
cciue their light from that which ſtand- 
ethin the middeſt, I mcane the Sunne; 
euen (o all Cacrnments draw their vertuc 
and grace from the contented of the Eg= (Pom 
chariſt. Wherfore $. Cip. called it , Cow. ris Dies 
ſummans Sacramentwne , aSacrawent CON* {ef nn 
ſummating, and Diom/.

tor two cauſes, the former is, in regarde 
thatthc Author hereof imparteth grace, 
vertue, and efficacie, to all other Sacra- 
ments, for out of his fide iſſued all the Sa- 
craments of the church. Another reaſon 
is, becauſe all other Sacraments are pe« 
culiarly ordained of God to this, and as S. 
Dioni.ſaith, haue not their complete per. 
feftion withour it. By originall ſinne the 
gates of Paradice were ſhut, and wee all 
debarde from the tree of life, which only 
mmmortalized the caters. By Baptiſme the 
eatesarc opened,and accefle is graunted 
to cate the Fruite of the Tree of life, 
this Sacrament which grew vpon the 
crolle. But aQtuall ſinnes cauſed death a- 
eaine» and bolted the gates as faſt as be- 
fore; the which the Sacrament of penance 
vnbolteth againe. The Sacrament of con- 
firmation peculiarly Gcd ordained for 
the faithful that therin they mighe receue 
force and ſtrength to confefle the Soule 
of this Sacrament Chriſt Jefus, and all the 
miſterics of our faith, denied by infdels, 
blaſphemed by lewes, impugned by He- 
retikes, among the which none hath bin 


more allailed, nor more carneſtly de- 
teaded 
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fended then this, and as Ithinke there is 
no pointe of chriſtian religion, vppon 
which more books haue bin written, then 
on this matter. How order aymeth at the 
body of Chriſt, none can call it in queſti= 
on, bank all the ſeauen orders ofthe 
Church are wholy directed voto the righe 
conſecrating and adminiſtrating of this 
Sacrament. Mati1monie, by repreſenting 
che vnion of Chrift and his Church, con« 
ſequently vnfoldeth vnto vs, the con- 
mn&tion of Chriſts fathfull flocke with 
their heauenly Paſtor in this Sacrament, 
for as man and wife in Matrimony are 
one body and one fleſh, ſo by the virtue 
of the Euchariſt, Chriſt and his faithfull 
are one body by reall vnion, and one ſoul 
by raturall affection. And for that this 
Sacrament of Chriſts body was to beea 
viation to conduct men, (pecially in the 
laſt point of their liues, when they enter 
the harbour of eternall life , thertore to 
diſpoſe the ſoule , to take awaie all me- 
lancholie and diſcomforrs cauſcd by fick- 
nes, and lothſomnesto leaue this worlde, 
our bleſled ſauiour prouided the extreme 
vn@ion, and then all Sacraments cad in 
the Euchariſt,

He common enimies of al Chriſtians, 
well knowne and daily proued,are the 
dinecll, the fleſh» and the world, who 0+ 
penly and ſecretly,by force.and trechery, 
omit no occaſions , wherein they thinke 
to preuaile, Againſt chem all chree, our 
vigilant Captainc hath armed his ſouldi- 
ers with this ſacrament. How he prote- 
eth vs againſt the diuell heere I will deli- 
ucr, reſeruingthe other rwo tothe next 
diſcourſes. Fuſt of all,moft certaine it is, 
thatthe bleſſed Euchariſt isnot only meat 
to feed our ſoules, but alſo armour, force, 
and ſtrength todefend vs in battaile : ſo 
ſaith Dauid, Paraſts men/am mcon/pettn 
mes aduer/us eos qui tribulant me, Thou haſt 
prepared a table before me againſt thoſe 
that vexe me. And what other table can 
he meane of but this which Chriſt hath 
ſetbefore all his faithfull? what other ta- 
* blecan fortifie him againſt his enemies 
butthis, whereinis caten, Fortimdo genti= 
arm the fortirude of the Gentiles? 'the 
ah reaſon 
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reaſon why this celeſtiall foode armerh 
our ſoules againſt the aſlaults of our eni- 
mies, may ealily be deliwered, for little 
would it auaile a ſouldier armed withour, 
with helme, currats, picke, or what fur. 
niture (ocucr, if be were deſtitute of na- 
turall torce and ſtrength of body to man- 
nage his weapons if tor hunger his vitall 
ſpiri failedaithe were fo weake he could 
not {:rike a blowe: therfore mcat 15 ne- 
cellary to reſtore his loft forces, to re- 
paire his ſtrength, and conlequently, to 
arme him within againſt the croupes of 
Wis enimies. So internally doth the Eue 
charilt fortifie vs by ſpiricrall nutritt- 
on and vitall ſultentation againſt our 
Sholtly foes. The diucll, as G O D 
iigmfied by that monſtrcus Lemathan 
mentioned in Iob according to Saint 


Gregorics expoſition, like a great whale Ggrezer.a 
did ſwime in the tempeſtious Sea of4<!9+ 


this worlde, devouring men hke fithes, 
calting them downe into that fiery fto- 
macke ot his woferna!l furnaces : at laſt . 
he came to Chrilt, and as he caught 
for a baite, his Humanitic, he was

againſt a wall of flint, which rebourd- 
eth to their owne harme and ſhame,

from a ſoul feruent and full of cha-

The twelfth caſe, to arme vs agaratt 
the worldc. 


Y the world here I'vnderſtand all the 

wicked men,who profeſſe themſclues 
friends of the world and endeuoure to 
induce the ſeruants of God ro finne and 
wickedneſle, as Infidels, Heret:kes, and 
wicked Chriſtians , againſt all which 
this bleſſed body doth fingularly defend 
and protet vs. 

Who cannot but call to memory that 
memorable miracle wrought in the fur» 


nace of Babylon, when the blaſphemous P**-» 


Nabuchadonozer affecting deitie cau- 
ſed Sidrac Mifac & Abdenago to be caſt 
into the vchement flames of fire, becauſe 
E 3 they 
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they would not adore his ſtatue? but 
whart-effc& had 1t2 what could he pre- 
uaile? nothins. What was the reaſon ? 


: becauſe he. ſaw one with them walking 


like the ſonne of may. They which had 
Chrift with-them (for him the Angell 
there preſent. repreſented) m the very 
middeſt of flames walke with alacrine, 
care not for' torments, im the catme of 
their dolours they praite-- and gloritie 
God. For 1 would demaund of any true 
ſcruant of chraft, what perſecution, what 
what loſle of goods, wharimpriſonments, 
what rackes, what gibbets , cutting or 
man$lingcanaftrighe hum who hath re- 
ceucd Chrift into his heart inthe bleſ- 
ſed facraiment? ſpecially when he con- 
fidereth with mature deliberation, that 
that all theſe rorments and many more 
are nothing 1n compariſon cf that the 
Very ſorne of GOD ſuffered for his 
loue . Moreouer it wicked Chriſtians 
dende thy tatting, continencie, long 
praiers, and mortifications, what conſt- 
deration can better defend thee then 
the preſence of Chriſt, who paſſed 0- 
ver a'l the alphabet of mornification molt 
exaQly toi thy lake? 

The 
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The cauſe why this Sacrament fo de- 
fendeth good ſoules againſt the wicked 
aſTaules of the world, I take to be the great 
abundance of charitie and grace , whch 
Chriſt offereth to thoſe that receive his 
body worthily:for(as after ſhall be decla« 
red) heere our Sauiour openeth his hand, 
& diſperleth his heavenly treaſures moſt 
copiouſly. This celeſtiall dew, or rather 
this fupernarurall flame fo kindleth the 
bearts of all good ſoules, that it cauſeth 
them to loue,prize, and elteeme God ex» 
ceedingly,and conſequently todefirc no- 
thing more,than to haue occaſion to eom 
to that ſupreame and heroicall at of cha» 


ritic , Ponere animan pro amico [no , to "pe 


yeeld his life for his friend : For there- 
by they aſluredly know they ſhal be ike 
vnto himwhome they doe claſpe in their 
breaſts : they wel vnderſtand , that loue 
more appeercth by ſuffering evil for their 
friend , than in dooing good for him, 
And for this cauſe I would councel, yea, 
and Iam perſwaded , if che precept, of 
receiving the Euchariſt bindeth out of 
Eaſter ( as commonly Diuines holde it 
doth) that ſpecially thoſe , who eyther 
are to be examined or arraigned, or exe-

The thirtenth cauſe, to bridle our 
concupycence. 


He ſting of originall firne made ſuch 

adcepe wound in the interiour partes 
of our foules, that although they bee cu- 
red by Baptiſme, yet the ſcarres feſter a- 
gaine, «xcept they be continually fo- 
mented with ſome heaucnly n— 
| 


res 
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the which our carefull paſtour hath pro- 
uided in this Sacrament : whoſe vertue 
better ſhall be perceived by the declaras 
tion of both the ſore and rhe ſalue . Con» 
cupaſcice is an inordinate appetite of the 
ſoule, incliniog it to follow the delights 
ofthe Aeth, proceeding from ſin, and be- 
ding the ſoule to fin, T his falue isa Sacra- 
mentelcuating ſoules from earth to hea-« 
uen. from ſence toreaſon,from carnall de- 
lights to eternall pleaſures, proceeding 
from god,containing god, and leading to 

od. Whence from tolloweth that as da- 

ards are terrched only with the memory 
of their potet aduerſaries, cuen fo the fury 
of concupilcence, is greatly aſlwaged on- 
ly by the memory of this ſfacrament,when 
Ic perceiueth that Chriſt mult lodge in 
that houſe where it reſideth . For it well 
knows thatif the high prieſtes in the olde 
law could not offer their ſolemne ſacrifi- 
ces, but prepared with conrinencie , if 


none durſte approache ncare the mount Exod «9, 


where God by his Angelles gaue but 


uo ſtonye tables contayning the lawe, & Mas, 12, 


except the abſtinency from their lawe- 
full wiues hadde araed them, if Dauid 
coulde not cate the loaucs of prop olition, 
bue

bur difpoſed with conmugall chaſticie : if 
$.Paule woulde hauc married mento ab- 
ſtaine for a time,to be more fu for praier, 
howe then dare concupiſcence deboltlic 
breake foorth into inordinate appetites? 
how dare ſhe deſire thoſe delights vniuſt- 
ly, when thoſe are debarred which might 
haue vied them lawfully? Do wee not ſee 
what care the true friendes of Chriſt haue 
eucr had to handle his body with all pu- 
ritie ? If loſeph of Aramathia take the 
body of Chriſtto bury, he foldeth it in a 
molt pure {indon or = whitecloth, if 
it be laid vpon the Altare, none is igno- 
rant how cieane the corperalls are, where 
vpon his precious body reſteth: and ſhall 
weethinke that externall creatures are fo 
requiſite, and internall puritie, not much 
more to be affeted? No no, the ſoule of 
him who receiueth this Sacrament,ought 
to be a corporal, without ſtaine of Aethly 
delights or impuritie : if concupiſcences 
are {oreſtrained with memory of the pu+ 
ritie requiſite to this holy Communion, 
af the Sunne caſt ſuch alight before it ap= 
peare aboue our horizon, how can darke. 
nes abide after it be riſen? in what fetrers 
and boltesſhalit be caſt, when Chrilt = 
ere 
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treth,when he ſheweth his face? for moſt 
cettaine it is, that the loue and charitic of 
Chriſt heere imprinteth in the ſoule the 
ſupernatural comforts, hee molt liberally 
lendeth to the devout receiuers , extin= 
guiſh the flames of concupiſcence, as the 


cioud inthe deſart hindred the ſcorching Pfal.r04, 
razes which parched the children of Iſra- pgy.z-. 


cl,and the freſh water which guſhed out 
ot the rocke,quenched their hiſt Like- 
wiſe after that good ſoules haue harbou- 
red this precious balme, whart fragrant 
ſmells of deuotion, of modeſtie, of pictic, 
of religion iſſue out of thoſe mouthes, di- 
ſtil from thoſe handes, ſpring from thoſe 
eyes, who haue ſeen, touchr, and taſted 
their ſalvation. 


The fomreteenth cauſe, to gee life 
to the Soule. 


His cauſe, motiuc, oreffeR, of the in- 

litution ofrhe Euchariſt, cur Saujour 
welnietenne times inculcateth in S. Iohn 
which breedeth ſome difficultie, becauſe 
al the other Sxcraments communicate to 
the receivers the ſame effect : for a ſacra- 
ment is a vilible {12n of an inuilible grace, 
in(li.u- 


efTreattt of 

inſtituted for the fanRificatis of the ſoul, 
thewhich cannot be without grace, which 
is the life of the ſoule # for as thejbodye 
without the {oule 1s dead,cuen (o the foul 
without grace lacketh life. Howe then 
pecularly doth Chriſt aſcribe the life of 
the ſoulc to this Sacrament fince it is c6- 
mon to allthe reſt 2 Divers cauſes I think 
way be rendred. Firſt, for that in the 0- 
ther Gacramentes God diſtilleth his grace 
by droppes, inthis where he diſperſcth it 

with his owne hands he powreth it forth 

in abundance : and therefore they may be 

faid,not rogiue life in reſpeRt of this. E- 

wen as we call fleſhonely meate, not that 

fhisnormeate, but in reſpeR of flelhe 

wee ſcarce account it meate. Secondly, 

becauſe in this Sacrament men partici- 

pate, not ,onely the life of grace inthe 

foule, but alſo the body and foule folde 
within them the reall and ſubſtantial life 
of Chriſt , wherwith they arc made one 
thing, one bodye , one life , wherefore 
Chriſt ſaid, Qui menducet me winct propter 
we, He that eateth me, ſhall alſo we by 
mee . And, Sicut muſt me vinens pater & 
ego vmo propter patrems , Cf qui manducat me 
vazet propter me, as the lung father bony 
cac 
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ſent mee, and I live by the father: And 
hee that cateth mee , the ſame alſo ſhall 
live by me: char is, as my father ſent 
me by mine incarnation, and I live for 
the vnion vyhich my diwinity receaued 
from my father, cuen ſo thoſe that eate 
mee, ſhall live for the vnion they haue 
with me. 

Thardly, for that we here receaue the 
intire and 'compleate cauſe of life cuer- 
laſting; both of body & ſoule , the which 
wee doe not 1n other Sacramentes, and 
therefore Chriſt aide, Qui manducat me. , + 
am carnem . Et bibit mexm ſanoumem habet 
viam aternam, CF ego re/nſcitabo exm in no- 
1/ramo die . Hethar eateth my fleſh , and 
drinketh my bloud hath life everlaſting, 
and I will raiſe him vppe inthe laſt day. 
Since therefore this foode in general cau. 
ſerh life , and for ſo many parricularrea- 
fons yceldeth life to the receauers, wee 
may well callit the fruite of life . Andas 
often as we eate thereof, we haue acceſſe 
to that tree of life planted inparadiſe by 
whoſe fruit our forefathers had kept their Ga. : 
bodies immortall . As ofter as it entreth 
into our mouthes wee ſucke the vaine of 
life ,drawiog the incorruptible bloud our 


of 
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of our Saujours ſide : foral other meates, 
do what youcan, they fo reſtore life, thar 
they deſtroy life, andat laſt, by their con- 
tinuall ation exhauſt al the forces : bur 
this Sacrament yeeldeth eternal life both 
tothe ſoule and body , and although the 
body die, vet by vertuc of this foode, ir 
15toriſc againe. 


The fifteenth canſe, to digmifie his Prieſts. 


Ecing once in company with certaine 

Proteſtants, yet ciuil men for conuer- 
ſation, one of them being a Miniſter, af. 
ked what was the cauſe that Pricſts were 
ſo accounted in times paſt among the Pa-» 
piſts, and miniſters {o little prized now 
among the Proteſtants. He himſelfe an- 
ſwered firſt, Truely(quoth he)Ichinke it 
proceeded of confeſsion , by which they 
kept the people in great awe and reue- 
rence. Nay quoth theother , it was the 
good life of thoſe Prieſtes which made 
them eſteemed, and the ill life of our m1 
niſters which canſerth chem to be contem- 
ned.L then concluded the matter,and told 
them they had both touched good {trings 
for we commonly reuerence them whom 
we 
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wee know are thorowly acquainted with 
our ſtate, and vnderſtand our imperfectt= 
ons; beſides,we reſpett ſanQitie in whom 
ſocuer we findit , but eſpecially in them 
whoſe ſlate requireth different life from 
the reſt : but ro make the harmony more 
perfett, Ithinke the chiefe cauſe was the 
dignitic of conſecrating the bodye of 
Chriſt,al theſe three make a good conſort 
in Muſicke , to haue power ouer his reall 
body by conſecration, and over his myſti- 
cal bodye by remiſsion of finnes, and to 
leade a life continually correſpondentto 
them both, cannot but ſtrike into the peo 

les hearts agreatreuerence and reſpe: 
Ln vs omit the two latter,& onely ſpeake 
of the former. 

What greater authoritie can wee ima- 
Line could God giue to man, than to put 
1 his hand the vſcof his infinite power, 
to worke ſo many myracles, to effett ſuch 
a worke as ſurpaſlleth the creating both of 
heauen and earth, when,where and as of 
ten as hee woulde ? Simeon thought it o 
un a thing , totake Chriſt but once in 
1s armes , that he loathed a{ter ro live in 


the worid, and cried, Nunc dimittis [erwum Luc.z,

O Ne of the greateſt impediments that 
the ſeruants of God ſuffer in praier,

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js a certaive diffidence or doubtiog that 
they pray in vaine , that none heareth or 
wen. as what they ſay, whereupon fol- 
loweth a tediouſnefle and loathſomneſle 
in praier, which impeacheth,not only the 
merite, but alſothe cfte and impetrati- 
on, which ofren requireth continuation. 
Trae it is that wiſe and faithfull Chriſti- 
ans conceaue the preſence of God ineue- 
ry place, but becauſe it is ſo inſenſible,be- 
cauſe it proceedeth from the intellectuall 
faculty , it cauſeth no great impreſſion in 
the ſoule : therefore our prouident mai- 
ſter foreſeeing this imperfeftion ordai- 
ned ſuch a preſence as ſhould Rande well 


with the merite of faith and alſo greatly Bed. xg, & 
futther our deuotion. As inthe old Te- 37 


{tament God prouided the propitiatorie 
where he placed two Cherubins folding 
the Arke with their winges, and he from 
thence gaue anſwere vnto Moſes and the 
Prieſts to all thatthey demanded of him: 
that thereby the people mighe enioye a 
perperuall ſenfible obietto ftirre more 
deeply in their mindes a more lively con- 
ceite of the preſence of God then they 
coulde imprint witheut it . Beſides this, 
corporall preſence helpcth vs greatly in

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praier,to recal vs when we are diſtrated, 
for ſuch is the imperteQtion of our medi- 
tations, that we cannot proſecute the, but 
by corporal unaginations, the which wee 
proue to be ſo wauecring & inc6ltaat, that 
if we fix not our mindes fully vpon ſome 
corporal & ſenſible obieR,our ſelues will 
be wandring in al the coaſts of the world. 
But by this preſence of Chriſt our imagi-+ 
nation keepeth at heme: as ſaonc as it be» 
m_ to range , this Sacrament with a 
ent voice, but a crying maicſly admoni- 
ſheth him of his duty,that talking with ſs 
ſoucraignea king, he mult not but ſpeake 
to the purpoſe, & attend what he anſwe- 
reth.

ncither ſfinne,nnor inclination to {inne,we 
needed no remedy to waſh away eur fins, 
but ſince our habitation for a while muſt 
be cambabuan. Cedar,in a worlde fubict 
to temptatiss of Sathi, evill e les of 
the vngodly, alluremenrs of the fle{h,infi- 
nite occaſons of offences ,fince we are ſe- 
duced by ſo many extraordinary paſhons 
blinded in iudgement , and feebly in affe- 
tion, prone to vice , and ſlewe to vertue, 
therfore the very iuſt doe vtrer theſe voi- 
ces , Inmultis offendowns omner , in manye 
things we offende all, (and) f dixermms

mas, If we ſhall ſay that we have no finne, 


we ſeduce ourſelues : and, /epties wm die c4- 
dit weftzs , the iuſt falleth feuen times a 
day .

Yet what if after ſome indifferent dili- 
gence made,or for ſome other preſent cc- 
caſtion, one come to this Sacrament with 
ſome veniall ſinnes, ſhall not wee thinke 
that our bountifull Sautour will like the 
funnc conſume thoſe little cloudes of 1g- 
norance?like an Ocean [ca drowne thoſe 
ſparkes of concupiſcence : like a magnift- 
cent king taking poſlefiion ot his crown 
and kin ome (1 meane the ſonles cf his 
ſcruants) forgiue thoſe little faules com- 
mitted, and fay as he aide to Zacheus, 
nia ales baie domes falta eft, This daye 
{aluation is made to this houſe. For if wee 
conſider but the qualities of veniall fins, 
and the nature ot this Sacrament, wee 
ſhall finde. ſuch correſpondence of per- 
feftion in the one oppolite to the imper- 
fections of the other, that none can deny 
but that this foode of lite, to vemaall ſmnes 
js a preſent death; venial fins are not main 
but light offences of gods but this ſacra- 
ment yeeldeth extreame contentation to 


' GoJ, wherein his ſonne, who compre= 


henJcth all his louc is containcd. Veniall 
finges 
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fins diſpoſe ro mortall,and conſequently, 
tend to damnifie the ſoule to death , but 
this acrament is life, bringeth life, and 
encreaſcth hfe. Veniall Gnnes coole the 
feruer of charitie, and this Sacrament en- 
flameth charitie. Veniall fins cauſe ſome' 
blemiſhes im the ſoule, and conſequently 

diſtemper the beautie therof, by alittle 

diſgracing the cxaRt figure and fmilitude 
of the Tumnitie, rhis Sacrament deifieth, 
adioyneth new colours, and repaireth the 
portraite againe. For who can better do ir 
then he that came of purpoſe to refine it?

rieſt, Sacrifice, Religion, are ſo linked 
together thatit is impoſuible to finde 
one without the other : for there can be 

no Prieſt that hath no ſacrifice, nor any f*-s, 
religion where there is not both Prieſt 
and facrifice. Becauſe, what is religion 
but a publique profesſion of a mulri- 
tude ro worthip god? and what publike 
worſhippe can bee exhibited ro GOD 
without a reall and cxterna!l Sacri- 
fice 2 For the better vaderſtanding 
F 4 hcercof 
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hereof it isto be noted, thatin all ages, 
and in all nations, and io all religions, 
they cuer vicd ſome forte of Sacrifices : 
for if wee looke into the lawe of nature 
wee ſhall fande, Abell, Abraham, Iob, 
offcring vp ſacrifices : f wee diſcend to 
the law written» there will appeare an ad- 
mirable number appointed 1n Leuiticus. 
It wee come to Chrilt in his laſt ſupper, 
and vppenathe Croſle we (hall finde tak 
ſacrificing. Beludes, wee may obſerve 
that all their ſacrifices almoſt conſiſted 
in killing beaſts,;or1n the deſtruftion of 
ſome creature, as in burning inſence or 
ſuch ike. Now if we demannde , for 
what reaſon did they kill bulls, calues 
orlambes, how know they that GOD 
would be pleaſed with them? what need- 
ded he bulls, or calues? nunguid mandaca- 
bo carnes tuvrorium aut [angumem hircorum 
potabe? ſhall I cate the fleth of bulls, or 
drinke the blood of goates ? by the reſo- 
lution of this doubt we ſhall berter per- 
cciue why Chrilt leftthis Sacrament as a 
perpetuall ſacrifice for his church. T hree 
reaſons then may bee yeelded : theifirſt, 
becauſe by ſacrifices mea acknowledge 
GOD thethi(t maker, conſeruer, and laſt 


end 
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end of all creatures, the which they in- 
tend to profeſle by the externall ation 
of ſacrificing, becauſe in killing an oxe, 
and burning ofhim to aſhes, they depri- 
ued themſclues of all vic of all profit, 
whereby they fignified that all was due 
to him of whom they had receiued all. 
The ſecond reaſon was, becauſe the holy 
ghoſt moucd them to vie ſuch bloudie ſa- 
crifices to prefigurat the paſhon of Chriſt 
once to be offerred vp on the Crolle. 
Thirdly to ſhew by the death of bealts, & 
that they deſerued death for their ſins, 
that they offered the one to God in lieu 
of the other. By theſe three reaſons, wee 
lainly ſee, that wee in the lawe of grace 
ue as great need ofa reall and exter- 
nall ſacrifice, aseither the Iewes,or th1ſe 
that lined vnder the lawe of nature, For 
need not wee as well as they to acknow- 
ledge the dominion and right of GOD 
ouer this worlde? is not hee our Crea- 
tor, our conſeruer, our laſt end, as well 
as theirs ? ought not wee as well to repre 
ſent the ſacrifice of Chriſts paſsion paſ- 
ſed, as — prefigurat that which was 
to come? donot our fins, as well deſeruc 
death as theirs d1d? and are not we bound 
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n Cor.r1, 
Cip. ep. z, 


Chrifoll the- 
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as well to crave pardon for them as they? 
for theſe three cauſcs therefore.and many 
more,our Sauiour inſtituted this ſacrifice 
of the altar : where by the incruent death 
of Chriſt we acknowledge the erernall 
dominion of God, and render him infi- 
nite thankes for all his gifts, as well of 
, 8 of nature, and therefore princi- 
pally it is called Excharyfie, that 15, grats- 
arxm ali, thankeſgiuing: belides, we re- 
preſent moſt huely his paſsion according 
to that precept of C hriſt, Hec ACite in We - 
aw commenorationem, do this for a com- 
memoration of me. Finally,we cry O Fa- 
ther of heauen and earth, loe,we deſernc 
death, and 10000 deaths, but here wee 
preſent the death of thy ſonne his body 
re vebu traditer, which is giuen for 
you, his bloud that is ſhed pro mmltce an re- 
wuſſronem peccatorum,for many vato remil- 
fion of finnes, take and accept his death 
for ours

changed, he is offered in a reall ſacrifice 
after an vnbloudy manner, for all the 
reekerexts have it inthe preſent tence, 
this 1s my body which is giuen for you, 
this is my bloud which is ſhed for you : & 
Saint Paul hath expreſly, this 1s my body i Cor,uq, 
that 1s broken fer you. The manner alſo 
how Chriſtsbody 1s here ſacrificed to god 
ſoplamly expreſleth the pasfion of Chiiſt 
that if therewereno other text to prouc 
it, the very correſpondence would ſceme lo.19% + 
to ſhew it ſufficiently. Fer howe did 
Chriſt die vpon the croſÞby the deuifion 
& ſ{eperation of the ſotile from his body.

What 
was the cauſe of this ſeperat16? the iſſuing 
of abundice of b!oud out of his body;zand

& experience teacheth, that many die by 
vcntivg toomuch blod out of their veins.

feed by the aftion, mult likewiſc be re- 
all. In like ſort the words, Fc eft cafix ſan- 
grins wes, This is the challice of my blod, 
make that they f1gnifie, and therefore he- 
cauſe they fagnihe only blod,conſequent. 
ly they put by their force and efficacy on. 
ly bloud in the challice without body er 
ſoule, alrhough by ſequelc both the body 
and the ſoule deſcend into the chalice,for 
the bloud being in the veines, it draweth 
the veines, the veines beeing fixed inthe 
body,cannot but naturally draw the 
with them,the body harboring the ſoulc, 
likewiſe bringeth it for company. As for 


example,the woman of Samaria that drery 1s, 4, 


vp water witha cerd from the web ſhe im 
mediatly drew the cord , but ky ſequele 
came the paile, becauſe it was tied to the 
corde , and with the paile, by ſequele the 
water, 
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water, & with the water (if there had bin 
a fiſh)had followed a fiſh:the prieſt out of 
Chriſts fide drawes firſt the bloud, imme+« 
duatly follow the vaines. to the vaines the 
body,to the body the ſoule: for which ſe» 
quel chjs ſacrifice is called incruent, and is 


molt decent, perfetly repreſenting the 
maner of Chriſts death and paſſion.

Hree ſortes of externall ſacrifices we 
Lou, 3. 43, © readcin holy ſcripture , were in vic a- 
mong the Tewes,holocaults or burnt offe= 
rings, pacifying hoaſts, & hoaſtes for ſins, 
The firſt were offered to God in reverece 
of his maieſty, the 2.in thankeſgiving for 
his benefits receauedor expetted, the 3. 
for expiation of their fins. The firſt was 
al burnt vpon the altar,the laſt were part- 
ly offered to God , & partly imparted to 
the prieſts, the ſecond were deuided into 
. parts , one was offered to God, another 
beſtowed oftheprieſts, & the third fel to 
the offerers ſhare . The lawe therfere by 
e being moſt complete & excellent © 
| 75am, þ requizeda molt —— {a- 
cnhice 
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crifice in ſubſtance, ſo it cxated al ſorts of 
ſacrifices included in that one whichether 
tended to the greater glory of god,or the 
benefit of his worſhippers. Therefore in 
this ſole & ſolitary ſacrifice he claſped the 
al as moſt plainely ſhal appeare : for here 
are many conſumptions inthis ſacrifice, 
which cuidetly conuince that itis a burnt 
offering . Firlt it is burnt here as Chrilts 
facrifice and holocauſt was burnt vpothe 
Crolle : that is, with the infinite & extin» 
guiſhable flames of his charity. For ques 
{tionleſle as he there offered kimſclfe and 
fired his ſacrifice with loue, to redeeme al 
the world, cuen fo here his facrifice bur- 
neth with the ſame affeQion, to ſauecall 
thoſe in particuler for whom it is offered. 
Deſiderio deſiderams hoc paſca mandxcare , 
with deſire 1 haue deſired to eate this paſs 
che. Secondly the ſubſtance of bread and 
wine by this ſacred ation of tranſubſtan- 
tiationare not reduced to aſhes as whe the 
holocaultes were burnt ypon the altar,bue 
ſo conſumed that they wholy vaniſhe a- 
way: and leaue nothing bue their skin and 
rinde behinde. Thirdly the prieſt by re- 
cciung if, conſumeth it wholy. Itis like- 
wiſc a pacifying hoalt , becauſe, by it we 
ackgnows 
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acknowledge the infinit benefits we haue

by this alſo we reſpeRthe laſt benefite of 
all that is life eucrlaſting , Hic eff paxcs pro 
wunds vita, T his is the bread for the life of 
the world: finally,it is an hoaſt for ſinnes, 
not onely in regard of the grace it confer- 
reth as a Sacramet, but alſo tor that it wor- 
keth ro the purging of our fins asa ſacri- 
fice, becauſe inthe old Teſtament goates 
bloud, and calues bloud did expiate them 
from their delifts , howe much more the 
bloud of Chniſt? uz this our Euchariſt ex- 
ceedeth both the pacifying hoafts,and the 
facrifice for ſinne, that it 1s whole offered 
to God, whole received of Prieſts, whole 
participated of the people:whereas theirs 
for the imperfeftion ofthem coulde not 
but be diſmembred. Hereupon I will in- 
fer that theſe people are happy who can 
daily be preſent at the facr foe of Maſle 
to be partakers of the admirable cf- 
ſes of this dmine oblatis.

H:s bleſſed ſacrament doth not enly 

ſaoctifhne the ſou'te as all other facra- 
ments do, but al'o, as a ſacrifice, it hath 
force co impetrate of God many graces 
and fauours, to incite vs to vertue, and 
to withdraw vs from vice : yea the ble(- 
ling hereof is ſo ample, that jt adorneth 
and profiteth the Church mijlirant, and 
ſuccoureth alſo thoſe ſoules, which ſuffer 
in Purgatory : not ynlike the ocean ſea, 
which ſeruethnot only forthe commerce 
of men in forraine countries, to nouulh 
and maintaine the fiſhes which lodge in 
her wombe , to fruttifie the carth with 
rivers and ratne: but alſo it paſleth 
the lowe parts, & there concurrggþ

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gene» 
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generation of mertels, ſtones, & other mi<- 
nerals. In like ſort, the b.efled Sacramert 
is not content to ioyne the faithful! in y- 
nitic and concord, to nouriſh thole ſon'es 
which harbour in the catholike Church, 
to engender in them verrues and good 
workes : but a'ſo ir extendeth fauours 
and fatisfaftions to them that doe liue 1n 
Purgatory, that inhabit the lower partes 
of the earth. This effec none can deny 
bur prefeſled enimics of chriſts church: 
for the proteſtants themſe'ues general! 
corfefle. that the p:1mive Fathers,both 
taught & praftiſed ſuch oblations for the 
dead,l,owbert wmprouſly they cal this pi- 
ery of Fathers Paſtours :nd Doctours of 
Chrifts church ſuperſtition & error. But 
what madnes 13 this, fo arrogantly to con- 
demne a matter not of mere ſpeculation, 
but of davly prattiſe, exerciſed through 
the whole church, at ſuch time ay pietie 
&crelig16 was molt feruent,many of thoſe 
authors, cither the apoſtles {chollers, or 
ſchollers voto themn, or at leaſt that cou'd 
render eurder teſtimony what al the fa1th- 
full belceued & pradtiſed in thoſe dayer. 
Whoſocuer,I ſay,condemneth this exer- 
ile of cnour, conſequently _—_ fleth

callechit expreſle madnes; to infringe a _— 
ny thing obſerved vnivucrſally in the whol poo ance, 
church: An4 ſnecialy withour ſcripture, * ©.

for we proue by experience, that one ſort 
of meare, thou. th neuer ſo good doth di- 
ſtaſt ys, and cloy our ſtomacks if it be v- 
ſed long; and 1© our ſoules if that we con» 
tinnally exerciſe one meditation of the 
ſame matrer, at laft ir diſhketh vs and be- 
commeth tedious. Our bleſſed Sauiour 
knowing wel our inhrimties. & 1] difpoſt- 
tions as 11 the firft creatis he provided fo 
many frunts,fhſhes, beaſts, and birdes,thax 
with the vatiety of caſtes we might recall 


7 our appetites againe: ſo in the ſpirityaſl

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paſture of our ſoules he prepared ſundry 
ſubies to change our cdiſtaſted affeti- 
ons, as in hely writ pregnantly appeares. 
For it the creation ef this worlde did not 
del1ght our meditation, then wee might 
paſle further and weigh the puniſhmene 
of ſins, in caſting Adam out of Paradiſe, 
in deſtroying Sodoma in the vniuerſall 
diluge : it this pleaſe vs not, then toad- 
mire the prouidence of GOD in Abra- 
ham, Haack, jacob, Joſeph : if this were 
lothſome,then he propounded the capti- 
vitie of Egypt, the captiuitic of Babilon, 
the captuntic ofthe Romaines : plagues 
inflicted tothe Iewes, for vauuerſal tranſ- 
gresſion of his lawes:if with this we were 
wearied, loe the whole life of Chriſt, 
wherein wee haue ſuch aboundance, and 
vatictic of foode for our ſpiritual repaſte, 
as wee could defire : yet if this ſeemed 
tedious , he hath ſet vs downe our foure 
lat periods, of death, indgement,heauen, 
and hell. But fioally knowing that there 
was no meate , either more pleaſant for 
taſte, or profitable tor health, or of more 
force, & ctficacie then himfelfe, he ther- 
fore propounded himſclfe as the obieR 
of our mcditation, and the ſubic of our 

affeCti- 
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affection : yet foreſceing thatas the very xum,:s. 


celeſtia!l Manna did loath the chiidren 
of Liracll in the defart, ſo cuen God him- 
ſelfe foode of all toodes at |alt would dif- 
content vs . therefore to preuent this 1n- 
cenvcnience he accommodared himſclfe 
m divers manners, propounding his deity 
ro vs with ſuch vatiectc, that none but 1n- 
duratcd hearts could inal forts diltalte it. 
Firſt, he prefer ed his dnnniie vnto vs 
by his creatures, that whilft wee reade 1n 
the booke of nature the adinirable wiſe- 
dome, power and govdnes of GOD (all 
winch wee may manifeſtly diſcouzr in e- 
-y creature) wee mighe loue, worſhip, 
and adore him. If this meat teemed roo 
groſlc tor corrupted appetites, he opened 
the booke of faith, there vader veiles, and 
ſhadowes, tropes and figures, diſcribing 
himſcltc , the Trinitie, and other won- 
derſull attributes of his deitie, the which 
he proinglgated by Patriarches and Pro- 
phets in the olde teſtament. But this was 
tomching obſcure, therfore he clothed 
himſelfe with fleſh and bloud, he came as 
one of vs, tor becauſe! children did com- 
municarte in fleſhand blood he would be 
pertaker of the ſame: and being thee x- 
preſle

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preſſeword and 1nage of his father, he re« 
ucalecd vnto vsthe ſecreres of his fathers 
breaſt, thereby to ſlir vp more our drous 
fic and dead affections .. Yet this was not 
ſuſhcient ro ſatilhe our deſties, tor paines 
mult thew loue,and exceeding painesge x= 
ceeding love. Loche would not fatle, be 
apparelled hunſel/c with a multurde of 
molt cruel & exorbitant paines to giue vs 
matter toruminate,& beſides to mouec our 
hearts to loue. Yet here he ended non for 
if paines cou'd not ſtrike the ſtroke , hee 
thought va1on with vs, corporal meat, & 
ſpirituall foode, wou'd preva:le, thettote 
he cloathed lumſcite with the huskes of 
bread & wine : and finally pronuieth eo 
gue vs hunſclt in blifle clothed with flo» 
ry. Wherfore he hath earied himſelf with 
vs as carcftu!] mothers with cher {ic ke ww. 
fants, whoſe taites being diſguiledit they 
know ſome one meat will do them govd 
theyprepare it in dmiers maners,that wath 
variety they may alley the loathfumnes of 
ordmary ciet,lo God hath diſguiled hin» 
ſclte in d1uers maners to moue vs tothink 
of lum & lodge him. Firſt he covered him 
ſcife with a'l his creatures, then with the 
vailes of figures & hadows,aticr with the 
ficlhe 
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fleſh of man by incarnation. then with the 
rindesof bread & wine in the Sacraments 
nextwith the paines 1n his paſſion, and 
finally for cucr with g!ory after hus refur» 


retion.

Vr ſauionr Chriſt as he came to powe 

er down the Juds of his deumne grace 
among the taithiulll, ſo he endevoured to 
caute them worke and exerciſe vertues 
correſpondent tothat grace: tor which 
intent he inuented an admirable manner 
how to deity al our :tions,& trantter our 
common vertues fr6 thei: ordinarycourſe 
ro a molt iminent & excellent degree of 
pertettion. Theretore he being God and 
man, would have al out ations imediatly 
to be done tohim. For which cauſe hee 


ſaide, Dus vos audit me audit, he that hea- mh 
reth you,heareth me. Wherupon did en= Marth, re 


ſuc that that which before by human pru- 
dence was but credul:ty , now by the pre- 
cept of Chrift did become dewine Faith.

T heir 
facrifices had for their ummediate obiets, 
Buls, Calucs, and Lambes : Burt the Ca- 
theol1que Rel1210n 1mmediat!y by means 
of this Sacrament hath acceile to God, 
And as that feruent Magdalen immedi- 
atly exerciſed hec Rebgion ypon the per= 
fon of God, when ſhe pow:ed the preti- 
cus oyntment vpon hu heade, and thoſe 
holy women, who miniſtred meate and 


-drinke vnto him, did a worke of mercie 


vnto God , and all thoſe who adored thats 
ſacred humanity,immediauy worſhipped 


his 
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his perſon and diuimitic: cuen (o all thoſe 
who either miniſter lighr, veſtments, or 
other furnitute of the altare, immediatly 
dire&t ther offering. So that as in the 
temple of Salomon ' there was nothi

bare,but al 2wilded with golde, fo there 1; »-Pzal.3, 


nothing offered here concerning the bo- 
dy of Chriſt, but it is guilded with a dei- 
fied religion reſpeting the perſnn of the 
ſon of God. How many faithful chriſtians 
at this preſent wiſh with all their harts to 
haue beene preſent that time that Chriſt 
hucd vpon the earth? how wou!ld they 
have harboured him in their houſes? how 
prepared his garments? how diligently 
dreſled his woands? with what fine fin- 
dons wrapped his body? with what ſiveer 
ſpices embalmed his corſe? This defire I 
cannot but commend, howbcit Irake all 
ſeruices , obſequies, oblations done to 
this bleſſed Sacrament, of as great merite 
and morethen thoſe which had bin im- 
ployed to Chrifts perſon hung in carth- 
for the ſame divintic and humanitie in 
both are alike, and befides here we hauc a 
greater difficuitie to be!ceue. For they 
that lived with him, {awe hs hamaniric 
with their corporall eyes, and only bele- 

[3 ued 
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Ted his diuinity : but here wee belcene 


both dwumity and humanity, and con- 
ſequently according toour beliefe, reter 
our deuotion, religions and oblations 
which therfore are more meritorious, for 
merit increaſeth where faith & loueare 
ſtrongeſt: and commonly, there they be 
ſtrongeſt where they hauc ſtrong d(fi» 
cultics. 


T he fix and twentieth cauſe, that the manner 
of our ſalnation ſhould be correſpondent to 
the maner of oxr firſt prenarication, 

He principall cauſe why our Sauiour 
tooke fleth, and came to redeeme this 
worlde according to the common decree 
of diuincs, was to abolilh al fins from the 
world , but ſpecially originall, becauſe it 
was moſt ample (tor many bee concemed 

& borne in it who neuer aQtually offend) 

& indced, the very roote of al other (ins. 

Thetrfore our molt divine Phiſition dee 

termined to make the ſalues of our ſores, 

not vnlike the couſcs of our woes, and by 
the ſame order extinguiſh al fin by which 
jt was brought in. We know the cauſes of 

Ad.ms fin were theſe: the ferpent,that is 

the wicked Angel,the woman, Ada him» 

{cle 
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ſelfe,the tree of good & ill, with the fruit 
therof, and finally, the deſire to be made 
like yato God. Which al ſize our Sauior 
hath matched,anſwerd, & moſt diuinely 
oppoſed (ix like in our 1uſtification. Aa 
Angell Gabricll ts denounce Chriſts in- 
carnation, A Virgin tomake her maker, 
Chriſt a man by nature &wiſdome in his 
mothers womb,the tree of good & il,the 
crofle of chriſt where al the world mighe 
know the immenfius goodnes of Chriſt 
who died for vs, and the peſtilent poiſon 
of ſinne that cauſed an innocent todie fo 
cruclly, the fruit isthis bleſſed ſacrament 
that bloſlomed out of Chriſts fide vpon 
the crolle: finally, the defire of deitie and 
immortalitic, proper effefts of this facra- 
ment, the which iatice all good chriſti- 
ans to receiue if. By thisplainly appeareth 
the conformitic of eur rcprobation, with 
the cauſes of our perdition. That eucn as 
the ſcorpion caricth a ſting to poylon & 
a iuice ts heale, ſoatrce yeeldeth a fruite 
of death, and a tree yeeldeth a fruit of 
life. But were it not an horrible abuſe 
to conuert this bread of life, into bread 
of dcath, and make that a poyſon, 
which was ordained to bee a remedye 


+ H2 againſt 
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againſt poifon.. Tam afraide that many 
had better haue ſwallowed poiſon then 
eaten this ſacrament : for poiſon in fine 
had but killed the body , and this killeth 
the ſoule . All thoſe who come not pre« 


Pared, who iudge not the body'ef Chriſt 


from other prophane meate$, theſe kif 
their owne ſoules. Many, as S Ciprian 
ſaith, Lam:Eunt quidem petram, ſedwmde nec 
mel /nount, nec olcum, I hey Itcke indeede 
the rocke, but thereof they ſuck oeither 
hony nor oyle. And after hee addeth, 
Lmbns expedit ſuſpendatur mola aſmaria in 
collo eorum , (+ demer;antur im profundum 
maris, T o whome 1t is expedient that a 
milſtone were hanged about their necks, 
and that they were :drownd in the depth 
of the ſea . But who be theſe ? Thoſe 
which come not with a wedding gar- 
ment, thoſe that haue not a firme pur- 
poſe to abſtaine from all deadly finnes, 
thoſe, who haue other mens £oods, and 
doe not reſtore them, thoſe in fine which 
come not with charity. For this Sacra- 
ment by a natural propoſition ſuppoſerh 
the recetuer to live ſpiritually. For a 
deade body cannot diveſt meate or nou« 
rith it ſcife . And therfore he that is not 
in 
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in charity,offendeth hainouſly,by recei-' 
uing this facrament, haling ( as S. Chry- 
ſolt. ſaith) the kinges ſonne through the 
mire and durte : Neverthelcfle, 1 do not 
deny,but in ſome caſes this ſacraiwent gi- 
ueth life, cuen to the ſoule that 1s dead 
in ſinne , if benafide hee come to it with 
attrition, although hee hath committed 
ſome mortall finne which hee inuincibly 
remembreth nor.

Lehough this holy and auncient cu« 

tome of carying the bleſled Sacra- 
ment in proceſſion was not in any place 
appointed by God nor delivered by tra- 
dition from the Apoſtles,but mftitured 
by the Church, yet all faichfull Chriſti= 
ans oug ht to conceiue, that Chriſt inthe 
inſtitution hereof, by the depth of his 
wiſedome did foreſce this worthy cere+ 
mony,and intended, that in the peace, & 
glory of his Church it ſhould bee put mn 
exccution. No better argument we need 
to proue it then the prattiſe thereof : For 
without all doubthis prouidence and the 
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holy ghoſts aſaiſtance woulde never haue 
permitted or induced the Vniuerſall 
Church to appoynt it and obſcrue it,ex- 
cept they had intended and allowedit. 
And truly no reaſonable man(in my wge 
mentzcan improue this ſacred and religi- 
ous honor. For it the Iewes, to obtaine fa- 
uours of God,cither to oucrcome their c- 
nimies, or toauoide ſome plague, or to 
procure ſome grace , or to glonifie God, 
ſolemnely,publiquely, and ceremoniou- 
ſly , did carry their Arke in proceſsion; 
and God in confirmation of this vniuer- 
fall deuorion,& vnited religion, granted, 
them almoſt eucr that in ſuch caſes they 
deſired , with howe much more reaſon 
ought the elect people of Chriſt celebrat 
this venerable ation?

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In like manner by this ſolenme p roceſs:- 
onand triumph of Chriſts people, who 
concurre to profeſle their ioy and inter- 
nal comfort they conceive in their hearts 
toſee the empire of his church ſo far pro- 
pagated, ſo well conſerued , andthe enc- 
mes of God confounded. The ſecond 
reaſon may be todemand publikely ſom 
favour of Godzei:her ſpiritual or tewpo- 
ral,ſpecialy when it 1s common to many: 
as we (ce the lewes in al! their pub 11que 
neceſs:ties had their ordinary refugeto 
recurre vnto the Arke. Aud no doube 
but thele vniverſail praters where ſo ma- 
ny ſoules are 10ined about this ſacrament 
( their common and indiu1d::all heart) 
all notheturne backe againe in yaine. 
Thirdly, ro confound heretikes of enfie=

bloud our ſoules. But for all theſe per- 
fechons or commodities of temporall 
meats, they haue adioyned as many im- 
xerfe tions and defetts, the which this 

leſſed foode uf life wantech. For corpo- 
rall mcats it they delight vs, the more we 
cate of them, our delighe 15 leſle, and at 
laſt wee come to loathe them : bur this 
meate, Yui comedt adhuc e/urit , EX qui 
bibu adhwc ſux , hee that catethot it 15 the 
more hungry and hee that drinketh, the 
more thirily:and none we ſee ſo much de- 
fire it, as thoſe who moſt frequent it.

Y the vniuerſall prevarication of A- 

dam all his poſterity incuired in par- 
ticuler the death of ſoule, and corruption 
of body : whereunto they onely arc ſub- 
ict,who diſcende from lym by naturall 
generation . Becauſe that God | ail ſo de- 
creed, that as from himwe were to draw 
eur nature, ſo by his good demeanour ti6 
him, we ſhould receiuc cur grace . But 
through hus tranſgrefſion by communt- 
cating 
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cating vnto vs a part of his ſubſtance poi- 

ſoned with the ing of original fin, hee 

imparted together the mortall woundes 
of body and foule. Our Saurur Chriſt, 

whoſe ſubſticewas vnſpotied with crime 
or offence , pretending as life to deſtroye 
death , communicated vnto vs his diume 
ſubſtaunce , to give the ſoule the life of 
grace, and the body immantality of glo- 
ry. For who cat wonder, if Chriſts body 
rouching the bodies of good foals which 
receive him with devotion, reſuſcitate 
them to life againe , ſince the rouche of 


Elizeus bones had vertuec to reſtore the 4.Reg.z. 


vitall ſpirit to a dead carcaſle? If ſeede 
ſowne inthe field, although it dic in the 
ground,retaine vigour & virtue of (pring 
{oliucly againe which was communica 
red vnto it by the roote , why ſhall wee 
not imagine that our bodics keepe a cer- 
taine vertue,a relation to this ſacrament, 
the onely roote of immortality 2 Forif 
the ſoule recciue grace,the body concur- 
reth, it is an inſtrument, and therefore if 
it bee compartner in paine , why not in 
gaine? And if Chriſts ſoule ſanttifie our 
ſoules, ſhall not this bodye glorific our 
bodies?

For although hee 
dic corporally,yct by vertuc ef this food 
by the touch, by the relation to the ſoule 
whoſe inſtrument it was, Chriſt will raiſe 
itvpagaine . Without doubrie ſftanderch 
reatly with the prouidence of God,that 
briſts body ſhould cauſe their reſurrec- 
tion who receive deuoutly this ſacramet: 
becauſe, as wee ſaide abouc, in this hoaſt 
Chriſt is ſacrificed, and thoſe that partici- 
pate it woorthily , in affection ſuffer and 
dic with him,therefore reaſon requireth, 
that as they dic with him , ſo they ſhall 
nile with him S$: compatumnr, conregnab1- 
2s, it we ſuffer with Chriſt, we ſhall be 
allo glorified with Chriſt. And more 
plainely » Reformabit corpus hunnlutatss no- 
ftre configuratum corporiclaritatts ſue , Hee 
will retorme the body of our humillitie, 
configured ro the body of his glory. For 
if we mortific our bedics, to make them 
like his body by croſſes and pains. Doubt- 
lelſc he wil rcuwe them with delights &

cterpall ioy. For which cauſe we mult for 
a while intreate our bodics not to groane 
vnder the burthen of Chriſts commaun- 
dements, not to repine at falting, not to 
murmure at mortification, not to loathe 
long prayers,not to grudge to live 11 pri- 
ſons depriued of many faile pleaſures the 
woilde affoordeth, for all theſe will palle 
once. When death comes, our conſcience 
will reioyce, But when our Sautour after 
death (hail wdge vs, and (ce our croſles 
conformable to his, our pains for his glo-

The thirtieth cauſe, to be a rnaticum, or pro- 
ſion for our voyage. 
His hole Sacrament tor three cauſes 
may be called Viaticwm. Firſt, becauſe 
our Sauiour in his paſſuge inſtituted, re- 
cciued, dilt:1buted, and gave authority to 
his diſciples to diſperſe it. Secondly,wee 
who are

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are toreceiue it, wander as pilgrims in the 
deſarts of this worlde , where ſpirituall 
foode can hardly, be had , and therefore 
It was prefigured in the celeſtiall Manna 
which God rained vpon the Iewes whi- 
leſt they wandred intheir peregrination 
towards the land of promiſe. Thirdly, 
becauſe peculiarly our Sauiour intended 
to prouide vs of it,as of a defence, when 
we arc todepart out of this world: for his 
deuine wiſedome did molt promdently 
foreſee, that our ghoſtly enemies would 
ſpecially imploy their forces to impugne 
Vs in the laſt periode of our life: (accor- 
ding to that was foretold in Genefis that 
the ſerpent ſhould wnſidiari calcaceo ſemne 
mis malieris, ſupplant the heele of the wo- 
mans ſecd)for thereupon dependeth the 
triumph of God , the Church , and the 

ſoule, ouer the dwell: the confuſion of 
hell and the glory of hea1en. In this laſt 

confli&t therefore ſo dangerous, our Sa-- 
uiour would arme'vs with his owne body 

and bloud, that the infernall fiends ſee» 

wg the bloud of Chriſt, ſhould be infor- 

cedto ler that ſoule paſle in ſecurity , & 

med'e no more with it,then the diſtroy- 

ig Angell with the children of Ifracll, 

whea 
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when he faw this bloud painced ouer the 
dores with the w_ + we wt _ 
fo many egri ſaloes ſhould bee 
uvifies Bo feighed even with the ve 
ry ſight of this vermilian colour.

glory after ſuch a ſort as God requireth of 
our trailtie,& yet toremain in the fo: mee 
arriditic and drieneſle.

Od, whoſe ſayings are doings. can 

ſpeake as well by workes as wordes,&& 
blaze his name,as awply by lilent fats, as 
ſhrill rongues. T herelore molt zealous 
of his owne glory ( that is, deſirous that 
men ſhuld know his maieſtic,and 10 kno- 
wing it, render him that dutifull praiſes 
honour, worſhip, and homage, as ſuch a 
ſouerajgntic requicerh) inſtituted this 
glorious Sacrament. The which ſo effec 
willy bringethit to paſle, that if al tongs 
and pens were ioyned in one, they could 
not difcribe nor {peake the thouſand part 
that this ſilent trumpet ſoundeth: becauſe 
we {ce imprinted in the very heart of na= 
ture,that the crop,the flower,and perfec= 
tis of every thing ou zhtto be preſeted to 
God. Why did Abell {acrifice yato him 
the 


* eATreatiſe of 
the fac of his flocke, bur bicauſe that even 
nattire had writtca m the forefront of his 
foule, that God was the woorthicſt, and 
conſcquentiy deſcrued the beft>why didd 
God humſclte, in the appointing ot his ob 
lations ard ſacrifices preſcribe alwayes 
the beit ro be lingjed for his ſeruice , and 
that neither lame nor blinde, nor anic de- 
feQious beaſt,thould appeere in his fighe, 
but as hee himſclfe gaue vs to vnderſtand, 
that if terrene princes diſdaine to accept 
baſe and vn'worthy preſents, howe much 
more hee to whome all Monarchies doe 
yeelde homage , and aye their Crowaes 
and Scepters vnder his feete > Why did 
che prophet Dauid fay Sacrificia medullata 

trbs, marrowed facritices I will of+ 
fer to thee? So cxmpleate and perfect fa- 
crifices, O Lorde, 1] will offer vnta thee, 
that the very bones ſhall not lacke thevr 
perfetion, o bee filled with the flower 
of fatneſle , their natiue marrow . But for 
what reaſon a holy Prophet? Becauſe, if 
wee haue recciucd all from him , reaſon 
requireth wee ſhould returne the beſt to 
him. This vniwerſall, auncient, and natu- 
rall inſtin&, rhe faithfull before Chriſtes 
tune performed with great dilligence and 
CX+» 
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exquiſite ceremonies : and indeede it was 
conuenient they ſhuld, for the glorifying 
of God, for the reverence of his maicitic, 
to acknowledge him the beginning of all, 
the cud of all,the conſerucr,the prouider, 
the gouernor of all : and belides, in hym 
to be an abiſle of pertetion, goodnefics 
wiſcdom, power, and ſuch like att ibutes. 
Bur what proportion had a! theſe to god? 
what glory yeelded the death of a Bull to 
ſuch a Highneſse 2 When Solomon offe- 
red athouland to an idoll. they were too 
baſe, and therefore God reietted them, 
he thought them not ſutable to ſuch a ma 
ieſtic : and therefore Dauid having no 
better, and ſecing God refuſing beallts & 
calues, at laſt thought his owne heart was 
ſomething more agreeing , and therefore 
hee ſaide, Omoniam ivoluſſes ſacrificinm de- 
dſſe, viique holocanſtis non deletlaberis, /acri- 
ficturn deo ſptrvus comribulatus, cor contrituns 
C humiliatzy Dens non deſpicies , It they 
wouldelt, a ſacrifice I had giuen thee, bur 
with burnt offerings thou art not deligh- 
ted. a ſacrifice to God 18a contrite (pirite, 
Saloms perceuing the infirminies of their 
ſacrifices, and ſeeing God diſtaſte d with 
th&,thought 1 the mulurude of offerings 
to make 
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make ſome httle ſhew of the infinite go 
ric he wdged due to God, and therefore 
be offcred rwoand twentic thouſand ox 
en for one facrifice, but not #m mulibxs rax- 
raras, in theuſands of bulles was Gods 
glorie ſufficiently declared : what reme- 
dy? ſhall God be fruſtrated of his glorie, 
ſeeing al the wotld he created for his glo- 
rie? Malachie the Prophet will ſtraighe 
make anſwere, or rather, God by AMala- 
chie, Ab ortx ſolis 1/que, ad occa/nm, magnum 
eft nomen mexm,ue gentibus Fin omm loco /a« 
crificatur, > offer tur nomun meo oblatio mun- 
da magnum off nomen mewn in gentibus. 
Fromtherifing of the ſun to the letting, 
Wy name is great among Gentiles, and 1n 
everyplace 1tis acificed, & a pure oblatis 
is oftred comy name, bicauſe my naine is 
greatamong Gentiles. Marke how he re- 
atcth twile, CMagnum nomen menm wn 
Gentibus, My name 15 great among Gene 
tiles bicauſe ameng the Gentiles, his ma. 
jeſtic was admirable tobec eftecrwed and 
glorified, theretore he ordained the ble{. 
ſed Euchariſt , that thev conſidering the 
worthie d1gnitic and infinite perfeQtion - 
of this ſacrifice,might breake forth into a 
wonderfull admiration of rhe moteithn 
wiſc- 
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wiſdowe, and power of God, to whom (o 
ure, ſo rare, (6 glorious a ſucrifice was 
offcred. The which 1s that glory GOD 
rctended to win freely by ment in thig 
world: and the deuill aff: ting deity, pro 
cured by theſt to ſteale ſome parte: yet 
God would not that after this houſe once 
appeared among Chriſtians in the molt 
partes of the world, whereunto this ſacrt= 
fice was induftzd, that idolatry ſhould 
greatly preuaile. For the light of this fun 
diſperſed the vermine ot the earth, and 
cauſed them to retire into their caues. So 
that now all nations in the world knowe 
that Gods maieſtic is infiiit» t@ whom an 
infinite ſacrifice 15 offered, that he 1s molt 
worthy in himſelfe, to whom ſo worthy 
an oblation 15 preſented. And what more 
glory can be delired of man 2? is not this 
Clara notitia cums linde ? a blazed notice 
with praiſe? that they ackrovvledge and 
confeſle God infinite in 2oodnes , & that 
of meere bountie he beltorved vponthe 
{o ritch, ſo p:etious,ſo infinite a treaſure? 
do they nor protell,by offering yppe this 
maieſticall ſacrifice, all thoſe perfeons 
that either natwe teacheth, or faith bes» 
lecucth, to be rooted in him as their ori-

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enand fountaine ? and this is to make. 
omen cis magnem in gentibus, his name 
great among Gentiles, and is effeed by 
this ſacred food and glorous lacrifice.

WW Hen the children of Iſraell drewe 

neere their promiſed inheritanco, a 
lande flowing with milke and hony, be= 
cauſe our prouident God did foreſee the 
hard encounters they ſhould meet withal 
before thay entered into the firme polse(- 
fon, he thought conuenientto give them 
a atrefihoconndence and fertilitie of 
that ſoile, to the intent, that feeling the 
fruit,they ſhould not grudge at the paine: 
and therefore he mooued them to ſend 
the ſcowts toſurucy the country, and diſ- 
_ = commodities . They launch 
forth, the principall partes, auoyde 
ſundry mes with ſuch ies 
cluſters of grapes, (it being vintage) that 
they were not able to carry them in their 


bands, but with poules to beare them vp+ 
pon 
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their ſhoulders. Euen fo our bleſſed 
Cen bes the faithfull chile 
dren ot his church were to be aflaulted by 
many potent,inwſible,cxpert,and ghoſt- 
ly enimes, as the viftorie was more 1m- 
portant, and the foile more daungerous, 
ſo he thoght with a preamble of internail 
1oy, to encourage them to tolerate a mo= 
ment of paine: tor which effecQ,he being 
our ſcowt, and hauing viewed the Tande 
ofcuerlaſting promiſe, he brought vs the 
bloud of grapes, this fruite of that ſoyle, 
to indnce vs with the ſweetnes, greatnes, 
and taſte thereof , to ſuffer with alacri- 
tic, to reſiſt with a courage, to invade

And whois fo ſtonic hearted that loueth 
not him that licth fo neere his heart? or 
who is ſo indurated, that this bloud doth

proceedeth from theſe ſpirituall imbra- 
cings, from this vnion of ſpirits, from

Efore the inſtitution of this ſacra» 
ment of vnualuable value, the Fuan- 
$*1;ft S. bn (who ſuckt his diuigitic out 
of that breaſt, whencefrom iſſued this 
Precious licour) prepareth the readers 
fer other Euangcliſts) with a woſt pro- 
found & diuine preface,that after vnder- 
ſtanding ſuch an admitable myftcric,pe- 
netrating the depth of his reaſons, they 
might bc induced to beleeuc it, ſciens Te- 
fus,e&c.Teſus knowing that his father had 
given himall things into hit hands, and 
that he came from God, and returned ro 
Godhe roſe and prepared hynſelf ro waſh 
his Diſciples fecte, thereby infinuating 
with what puritic of ſoule the faihfull 
oughtto participate the daintics of this 
table.In which compendious wordes hee 
yeeldeth three reaſons, why it concer- 
ned the office, funftions, and dignitic of 
onr Sanour,to inſtitute this reg all ſacri- 
fice. Firſt becauſe he being boy on. by 
God our highprieſt, according to the 
order of Melrhiſedech, and conſequently 
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hauing commiſsion ro inſtitute a ſacrifice xebe.7, 


in bread and wine after that former:lince 
therfore God hath deliuered all things 
into his hands that appertained to his ta- 
thers gloric,his own honor,his Church es 
ſaluation, and dignitic of them all : it 
was moſt decent, that hauing reccued 
all, his ſacrifice ſhould comprehend all, 
and be offered to God in recognition of 
all , the which could not bee any other 
thing then God,who is all 1n — 
becauſe that knowing he came from god, 
that is,he iſſued from his father by natu- 
ral,neceſlarie,cternal generation,cqualin 
perfe&tion,& vnited in the ſame cllencecit 
did behooue him not to offer vpany mean 
preſent or baſe gift:no it could not ſtand 
with ſo ſoueraigne a maicſtie;to inſtitute

of kings, to offer a condigne preſent ro 
his father» the Monarchof the worlde? 
L 4 where» 
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vw herefore, #3 all his ations wherewith 
hee merited, were of infinite value for 
the dignitte of his perſon, cuen fo this 
facrifice was to bee ordained of infinite 
prize, for the ſubſtance of the ſame : for 
there was no gift anſwerable ro eyther 
of theyr dignitics, or fitable ro their 
Maicſ{ties , but a ſacrifice containing 
God,for nothing but God can be infinite 
in ſubſtance , for which reaſon wee haue 
God the giner,God the recciver,and God 
the gift , the which ſacred conſort can- 
not but yeeide a moſt ſweete harmonie., 
Thirdly, knowing hee was to returne to 
his father,where inceſlantly the incenſe of 
his prayers were to afcend:therefore,as he 
accompanied them in earth with this im- 
mortall ſacrifice, ſo hee woalde not have 
them deſtitute in heauen, for although he 
be in heauen, yet hee it irgas fathers com» 
monly doo teach, that offereth vppe this 
ſacrifice : the prieſt repreſentcth his per- 
ſon,and thereforc he faith nor, Hoc eft cor- 
pr Chriſt, This is the bodic of Chrilt,bur 
Hoe eft corpus menm, T bs s my bodie:

Thope the Angell of God incarth hath 
not once , but 1 thouſand times purified 
my lips with this bleſled & burning coale 
of heauenly tire, taken from gods holy al. 
tar,and the veric ſame that comforted the 
heart of his Prophet : therefore by his 
grace I will delwwuer ſuch diſcourſes as hee 
m this ſacrament hath vouchſafed (as I 
hopc)to deliver vuto me,remembrirsg al- 
wats, that whatſocuer can be ſaid of mor. 
tall men in commendatiens of ſuch a my- 
ſterie, 1 as far beneath it,as men beneath 
God, and therefore God commaunded in 
the cating ofthe paſcal lamb(a moſt huc- 
lie Image of this ſacrament) that they 
ſhou'd deuoure, (that is, ſwallow downe 
without chewing) the head, the intralles, 
and the feet : But to what end good lord, 
ſech immodeltic? had not theſe partes

preſent ſacrifice : hee aymed atthis ſacra- 
ment,where the head, the intra'les,& the

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of Chriſt us God: the intralles the ſecret 


and inexphcable maner of his ſupernatu- 
ral} being, vnder the garments of bread

He nature of loue is ſo ſweete, ſopre- 

cious, ſoprized, ſofeeding fainting 
ſoules, that 16 the veric maine of crofles 
and aduerfities, the loue of God rende. 
reth a moſt fufhcient counteruailing con- 
ſolation:wherefores as it is neither loath- 
ſome nor tedious to loue God, ſo neither 
the long thinking, nor diſcourſing can be 
noylome or faſtidious, crauing therefore 
the ſacred gale of the holy Ghoft, I will 
larch land aloofe from the ſboare, and 


ſaile into the deepe. 


Ir 
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Iris a moſt auncient and vndoubted 
tructh, that all giftes which God beſtow- 
ed yponthe worlde, for the yniuerſall or 
particular good of men, proceeded from 
the inexhauſted fountaine of his loue. For 
which cauſe the blinded Philoſophers 
could ſay that loue created this world. For 
what 15 louce?to wiſh wel to one,to reioice 
in his good,to procure his good:to defend 
him from euil, to communicate ynto him 
his treaſures, to make him partaker of his 
ſecrets. Al theſe ations, either be lone 1x 
ſelfe, or ſuch effefts and fruites as can not 
be ſeparated from loue. Therefore if god 
freely of his owne accord, witheut any in- 
tereſt for our good, graunted vs ſo great a 
pitt, who can doubt but that it ſpringeth 
rom loue? Moreover, his intention in gi- 
uing diſcouereth ſutfciently the grounde 
of his gift: For what cauſe gauc he 1t? To 
vnite vs together with him, And for what 
end this vnion? T hat he (ceing himlſelte 
ſealedin vs, might hauc a ſufficient and 
worthy obicR of his louez and wee ſeeing 
the ſame engrauen in him for a mutu- 
all reſemblaunce , might bee inflamed to 
affect him. For what cauſe gaue he 2 To 
unprint our ſoules with the life of yon. 
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And why? that he might loue vs,and wee 
him, for theſe be the proper cffectesand 
fruits of grace. For what cauſe gaue he it? 
To be a means toobrain life cuerlaſting. 
And why life cuerlaſting? That there we 
might with the fu!l power of our heartes 
exerciſe that loue & charity que nmrquam 
excidit , which never falleth away, that 
there the ſailes of loue might (well with 
the full winde of the holy ghoſt. Finally, 
diſcourſe ouer all thoſe cauſes wee have 
allcadged. you ſhall inde them euery one 
grounded in loue. And therefore let it be 
lawful forme to call this Sacrament a mir- 
rour,a mappe,a flame; a life of loue,& in« 
terpret Exchariſtia boxa gratia,,zood grace, 
a f1ngular fauour , a ſupereXxcellent jour. 
Moreouer, whoſocuer wil runne ouer the 
effc&s of loue, and therby diſcover the 0- 
rigen and fountaine of this vaine of life, 
he ſhall inde rhem moſt lwely in this lit- 
tle world of al pure loue depaynted. The 
fruits of loue be theſe, vnion, zeale,cxrafie 
bounrifulnes. Foure rivers al iſſuing from 
one ſpring : and as this Sacrament, and the 
mcarnation of Chriſt, of al the wonderfull 
works of God molt manifeſtly declare his 
loue, ſoit were not amiſle to declare the 


cis 
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effefts ofloue in them borh, that the re- 
ſemblance of both might render the mar- 
ter more plaine : yet to auoide prolixitie, 
I w!!l content me with the Eucharilt, for 
by this the other may be conceived : bur 
firlt of all let vs ſee what wee vnderſtand 
by thele eftetes. 

All perte& love requireth a certaine 
vnion in ſubſtance, as was declared inthe 
eight cauſe : but for that amongelt men 
this was vrpoſable without the deltruce 
tion of one or both, therefore they pro- 
cured all theſe vnions, which honeſty & 
puritic ot loue affcR, andtheſc are to be 
ofthe ſame iudgements and opinions,the 
ſame wills.defices and afteRions,the ſame 
table and dier, the ſame place and pre- 
ſence, the like garments and attire, and 
finally, to expreſle one another 1n all 
things asneercas they can. 

Zealc after two manners proceedeth 
frem loue. Firlt, zealous friends cannot 
tollerate any injuries offered to their 
fr.cnds, but procure with greater, or as 
great dilizence to defend them, their cre- 
dit, goods, life, or wh:t elſe appertaineth 
ynto them as their owne. Secondly, zeale 
cannot luſter conſorts in louc, and yo 

ore 
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fore experience teacheth vs,what a griefe 
it 1s for the husband to haue a concert of 
a rivall.

a louer from himſelfe,and cauſeth him ra- 
therto live there where he loucth, then

AS I ſaid before confidering the admi- 
rable loue that God hath declared, b 
delivering this ſacrament to the world, 
that I was calmgd in the Ocean fea, in the 
which fmilitude if we perſiſt, I cthinke I 
ſhal be able in part, to vnfold the vmion in 
jubſtance , es Chriſt and our 
ſoules,in the bleſſed Euchariſt : for as the 
Ocean ſea ſurcharged with an infinite 
multirude ef waters, diſchargech it ſelf in 
the Mediterrancan and red ſcas, for the 
benefit of the inhabitants of Europe, Af- 
frike,and Ati, not dipiding it ſelfe from 
them,but rather, by their meanes becom- 
meth vnited to thoſe coaſts wheron they 
border,and the wombswherin they lie:by 
which means the trcalures of the one may 
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be tranſported to the other,and the inha- 
bitaars of the vaſt Occan may haue free 
pallage intothe red and Mediterranean. 
Euen fo the 'endlelle goodnelle of God 
ſwelling inwardly with an immenſige 
loue,diſchargeth himſelf 1a theſe two ſeas 
of loue, the redde by the incarnation of 
Chriſt,& the Mediterranean by the inſti- 
tution of this ſacrament: yet the main O- 
ccan of his diuinitie remaineth vaited to 
his humanitie,and thereby bordereth vp= 
on thoſe ſoules whom he bathed with his 
bloud, and is comoyned with the breaſts 
of the who receiue intothem this Medite- 
rancan ſca,by which vaion, the Citizens 
of heauen may pale freely among the ca- 
lonies of the earth:therfore as Chriſts di» 
uinity was ſubſtantially vnited to his hu» 
manity,cuen ſo his diuinity and humanity 
are vnited in this bleſſed ſacramirto their 
bodies & ſoules who feed at this table:and 
as from his diuinity proceeded all thole 
graces & tauors wherwith that ſacred hu- 
manity was ſpiritually annointcd, euen fo 
f:6 his humanity linked with his diuinity 
iſluc all thoſe ſweete vertues & graces for 
the whichthis bleſled bread was ordained. 
Aad therfore,as betyrixt thelfacred huma- 
| 2 nitic 
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tie of Chriſt and his divinitie, there was a 
molt diuine, reciprocate, ardent and con- 
einvall loue:euen fo betwixtour ſoules & 
Chriſt, there ſhould riſe a mutuall flame, 
if we faile not, he cannot be defeAuous. 
Andas that ſacred humanitie ( like the 
needle toucht with the adamant leoketh 
euer towardes the pole ſtarre ) . was al- 
wayes direQted by his dwinitie: even fo 
ought wee 1n all our aftions to ſquare our 
Intentions according as our Sauiour tea- 
cheth vs, whom we holde vnitedin this 
facrament : becauſe he was given to v3 as 
our maiſter, our doctor, and teacher. 
Much more might be ſayd of this ſub= 
Nantiall vnion, bur kecauſe it hath beene 
partly touched before, partly, becauſe I 
antend nothere todeliver all I think may 
be faid,but only to rouch ſome few points 
or ſuperficiall heads, leauing the reſt vn- 
to the prudent and diſcreet Readers of 
godly meditations. As for all other vni- 
ons which are rooted in this coniunftion 
ef our ſoules and bodyes with Chriſt, 
briefly they may be declared. For by this 
Sacrament wee come to participate Ma» 
ny of theſe conceites which heere GOD 


reucileth , and maketh vs partakers a 
thas 
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that were moſt darke and hidden from 
pature : becauſe the very myltery it ſelfe 
openeth the eyes of our vnder{tanding,to 
wade deeper into the ſecrets of nature, 
than ever philoſophy could haue induced 
vs;as that a ſubſtaunce can be wholy ſpoi- 
led of his ac :idents,that the accidents can 
exiſt withour the ſubſtance, chat a natu- 
rall body can coolilt intirely without ex- 
tenfion or circumſcription of place: final- 
ly,all theſe 20. difficulties, which before 
were propoſed to this purpoſe may be n= 
ſerted. Moreouer,hcre our mindes are il» 
luſtrated , with che diuine beames which 
iſſue out of Chriſtes humanitie, asin the 
34- cauſe hath beene deliucred. And then 
our iudgements are right and truc, when 
they come to be contermablets the rule 
of all rrue knowledge, thart is, the infinite 
wiſedome of God, the which we attaine 
to by knowing God himſclte: for in hum,

read and drink of the chalice: for he that 
eateth and drinketh ynworthily , eateth 
and drmketh iudgement to himſclfe, not 
diſcerning the body of our Lord. If they 
wdge worthily,he entreth,it ynworthily, 
contents himtclfe to accept their peruerſe 
ſcntenceashe was content to tolerare the 
vniuſt indgement of Pilate. Therfore the 
myſterie it ſelf, the effects therof.the vfe 
and prattiſe, ſhewes that God pretended 
an vnion of conceits in this Sacrament. 
The rnion of wil &affefion we ſee moſt 
manifeſtly here effeRted: god loueth him 
ſelfe infimitely for his owne native goods 
nes, and here he giueth vi the life of grace 
and chatitie, to helpe, toanimate, to ina- 
ble vsfo lone him. God commaundeth vs 
to callin remembrance his death & piſsi- 
on, 1nd here good foules afflit their ſouls 
with internal griefe and compaſtion.God 
mtended to giue ys this multery fora per- 
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petuall ſacrifice to bee offered vnto him: 
and here the religious chriſtians confirme 
their willes with his » and daily offer it, 


When lI thinke of the vnion of friends, COS 


who cate at one table, what toy and mirth 
they conceiue in ſuch impertcR refei- 
ons and tranſitory ſocieties, and conferre 
them with this ſacred banquet, it ſeemeth 
no otherwiſe than tocompare a painted 
diſh of meate with one that isreall & (ub- 
ſtantiall, becauſe here all that cate, feede 
of the very ſame, they recciue ioys of the 
ſoule: but eſpecially to our purpoſe thoſe 
that communicate at this table, cate of the 
ſame diſh Chriſt ate on himſclfe , for hee 
did cate this food we feed vpon : and thus 
he was vere commen/alis : And belides,hee 
1s the meate it (elfe » that neuer was yet 
{ſcene in the world. 

The vaion of preſence and place our yori 
Sauiour knew well concerned trieud{hip precace, 
and leue : therefore,as one that went mto 
forren countrieghe thought it not conue+ 
nient only to leaue a ring,a bare memory, - 
but hee included himicife in this ring of 
bread, he made himſclfc the diamond,and 
ſo didde departe in externall (ſhape and 
forme, but netin ſubltaunce. Beſides, 
M 4 what 
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what neerer vnion of place can there bee 
then in one breaſt, which is the deareſt & 
preſenteſt place that any man can deſire: 
the which that Ladie well declared, who 
afrer her husbands death, for extremity of 
loue,could not permit his hart which had 
loued her lo intirely, to be buried 1n any 
other place,then in her own breaſt, & for 
that cffe&t ſhe dried it to pouder, and (o 
intombed it in the deareſt, preſenteſt,and 
cheefelt place ſhee had, that was her 
ewne breaſt , the neareſt roome adioy- 
ning to her heart. What other vaion at» 
feeth loue, which here we ſee not effec+ 
ted? for attire heere is no diverſity, ſince 
one ſcare ſerueth borh,& Chriſt entering 
the body ofa begger,is clothed with rays, 
and harbouring Vnder the heart ofa king, 
is apparclled with ſcarler & purple? Whac 
ether vnioncan wee defire?a ſocietie of 
Souldiours in warres, loe here Chriſt and 
wee bee made commulitones, both figh- 
ting againſt our ſpirituall enemies, as in 
the eleventh cauſe waydelmered: tchere- 
fore, if thoſe wicked complices of Cate- 
tne, before they attempt their trecherie 
againſt Cz/ar, drunke all of one cuppe of 
their owne bloud, - to make them more 
bolde 
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bold and linked together, and it prevar- 
led ſo much, that they all loſt their lives 
before they failed or tainted to efieftuate 
their conſ{piracie : howe may wee not bee 
accounted cowards and daſtards if we flic 
away,it we faint in battaile, if wee leaue 
Chriſt, and runne te ſerue his cnermes, 
ſince we haue promiſed fidelitie, and hee 
with hiv bloud hath imrolled our names 
in no better table then our owne hearts? 
Since we haue both drunke the bloud of 


God, what other vnion can we thinke of? 


Saint Pax! (aid children communicated in Weber, x 


fleth,and therfore to be like them he par 
ticipated the ſame: but here we may lay» 
becauſe children did cate fleſh, bloud, 
bread,and wine, therefore hee tooke the 
formes ef them all. By this it appeareth 
how this ſacrament may bee called com- 
manion, ſince it cauſeth ſo many vnigs in 
lubſtanceiin ſecrers, in opinions, in affec= 
rions,in defires, in diet, in place,in attire, in 
warre, in reſemblance of oaturall inclina* 
tion, 
That God ſhewed the ſecond effe(l of lowe in the 
Enchariſt,that is, zeale. Chap. 4. 
Ature hath printed in the heart of e- 
uery ſenhable creature,of moſt o_ C 
rie 


eLTreai/e off 
fary inſtin for their preſeruation,that is, 
mot onely to loue themſclucs in procus 
ring _—_ alſo in auoiding thole euils 
whuch may impeach their health or conue 
nient being:yea the hath lent them armor 
te defend themſelues,& toimpugne their 
aduecrſaries. Amity the colin germaine,or 
rather, brother of this natural inclination, 
in like ſort affeeth,not only the good of 
the beloucd,bur alſo proteAeth & defen-+ 
deth the, inuading thoſe, who crther mo- 
leſt or iniury his triends: this we ſee molt 
manifeſtly in beaſts,who for loue of their 
yongones attept extreaine perils,clteeme 
no ers,inaade their enemies, fightin 
tildeath. The hike we may prouc in kin. 
men,who cſteeme al iniuries offered their 
allies ts redound te their ignomie , and 
therfore by thelaw of amity they endeuor 
teprotet the. Yea our ſauior Chriſt tou. 
ched with this zeale (for ſo the ſcripture 
calleth this effe& of loue) ſeeing the tem. 
ple of his father ordained for prayer & (a- 
crifice, by the ſacrilegious Iewes propha- 
ned with theft and marchandize,mooued 
with indignation againſt themyregarding 
neither the gall of their phralesthe malice 
ot the Scribes, nor the greedie mindes of 


the 
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:the Marchants , but preſently caſt them 


eut of the cemple,ſuch was his zeale of hig 
fathers glorie,that hee could not tollerate 
to ſee himdiſhonoured, where he ought 

to haue bin worſhipped. The like zecale if 
no greater, boyled inthat ſacred breaſt 
when hee inſtituted this ſacament: for al. 
though he cternaly did foreſee,that moſt 

facrilegioufly this ſacred foode of Am- 
gels (huld be blaſphemed by infidels,tro- 

denvnder foot by heretikes, mangled and 
crucified by Tewes, harbored in moſt vgly 
and polluted foules,by wicked chriſtians, 
yet for the zeale of thoſe good catholikes 
he knew were deuoutly & religiouſly ro 
receme him,weycd ms ing,iniuries,blaf- 
phemics.diſhonors, treading or tripling, 
cutting,ſlicing,burning,or baking, ſo that 
he wight vnite his eleted vnto him, in- 
due their ſoules with grace, bring them to 
the ioyes of heauen. O zealc of all zeales, 
O loue of al loves,moſt woithy of God,to 
permit himſelfe to be trode vnder the feet 
of wicked ſinners, to exalr his faithfull ro 
| fellowes of angels. Oholy Dam, thou 
thoughtſt man was greatly extolled, be- 
cauſe that God had laide vnder his feete 
Owe: & boxes & pecora,Sheep,& oxen,:nd 
beaſts 
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beaſts of the field: but what wouldſt thou 
hauec aide, if thonhadit ſcene Chriſt in 
an hoaſte, and for thy love permir an he» 
retike, to treade him vnder his feete, but 
Magnus Dowmus, C7 landabnu nuns ynagn- 
—— eff fic, our Lord is grear, be 
molt worthy of praiſe, and there is no end 
of hizgreatnes. Othat wee could immi- 
tate in parte this zeale of Chriſt, and by 
atitude acknowlege this ſingular bene- 
t. Ah who would mone impriſonmet, 
for the zeale of confeſting that faith 
which hee appeinted 2 Who would bee 
ieued with fetters, ſtinch, grolle fare, 
beds, reſtraint of liberty,loſle of life, 
to glorific him who is ſo zcalous of our 
etcrnall glory? Ah deere chriſtian, ima- 
gine toſce the Jews or heretiks printing 
this ſacred, angelicall, and divine hoaſt, 
with pinnes and kniues, incontempt of 
Chriſt & his religion, & all for thy cauſe, 
for that he inſtituted this ſacrament for 
thee, toreceiue & determine whatſocuer 
ſhuld befall, to remaine-ſo long as thoſe 
formes retaine their nature & force:wold 
not ſuch an horible ſpeQacle on one fide 
make thee tremble, and on thother {ides 
the paticace and louc of Chriſt ——_ 
ey 
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thy heart, into a maine of teares?yet too 

often ſuch caſes haue fallen, and many in 

England Ged knowes, hauc bin gu entar 
ſuch ternble tragedies, 2od pardon the ac- 
tors. Moreouer this ſacrament was inflity- 
ted for many effes, the whichall argue 
the zeale of the in(titutor,for hee did not 

onely ordain it asa meate or a condu of 
grace, to confer many celeſtiall fauors yn» 
to vs, bur alſo aza medicine to reroue ma» 
ny euils from vs, for doth not this preſer- 
uatiue frem priſon diminiſh the flames of 
cencupiſcence?doth not this fountaine of 
light expel the cloudes of ignorance?doth 
not this life of grace abolilk the death of 
finne? doth not the heate of this boyling 
bloud, reuiue the remiſlenes and coldnes 
of our charitie? all cheſe cuills , and more, 
our zealous Sauieur did well forcſee and 
prouide for , in the inſtitution of the Fu- 
chariſt. The ſecond fort of zeale (which 
permitreth no conſorts in amitie,that pre- 
dicate the full ſcope & ample polleſiion 
of the heart) as pregnantly appeareth in 
this ſacrament as the firſt, becauſe hee 
that commeth hither vnprepared , not 
fo diſpoſed as this Table requireth, ca- 
teth his wwdgement. For what reaſon?

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becauſe he divuideth his loue, for incuery 
tranſgref>ion of Gods commaundement, 
the {inner preferrcth the lone of the cre- 
ature before the Creator, and conſe- 
quently, violateth thar fidelity the ſpoule 
oughtto the ſpouſe of her ſoule, by ma- 
king the creatures riualls with God the 
which iniury GO D will not tolerate, 
for he intendeth to be beloued whole, 
and entirely, and will haue no loue pre- 
ferred, nor cquall to his.

tothee, butler it be diuided, ſayde ſhee 
that would haue depriucd the true mo» 
ther of herright. Likewiſe Pharao was 
at laſt well contented that the children 
of Iſrael ſhould depart out of Egypt, bur 
he would they ſhould leaue behind them 
their heards of catel an flocks of ſheepe: 
ſo the diuell would ivggle thoſe foules he 
'Cannot 
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cannot draw to herefie or atheifme, with 
' beſtly delights & ſenſualities,that therby 
he might diſmeber their harts, & diuide 
them with God. But what ſaid Moſesz?we 
wil go al,men,women & children, cattell, 
ſheepe;there ſhal not remaine ſo much as 
the hoote of a beaſt in Egypt : So oughe 
good ſoules to ſay, who prepare thelclues 
deuoutly toreceine this bread ofite, we 
will offer our ſelues wholy te God, bodie 
& ſoule,witsand wils,all we know and all 
we can,there ſhal no part of vs be left va- 
conſecrated vnto him. And indeed ler vy 
really, and with ſound wdgemet conhder 
withour any particular inordinate affec- 
tion ; if my Sauior giue me himſelfe who- 
ly in his perſon,his ſoule & bodie by moſt 
intire & perfett loue,alas why ſhould I d- 
uide my affeftion from him? why ſhould 
I not ſacrifice my ſelfe wholy to him,who 
dooth ſacrifice him (ec!fe heere wholy for 
me? {ince I know certainely my loue can 
neuer be perfet except it be conſumma- 
red in him.Beſides, what an extreme miu- 
ry dol offer kim, to prefer any before, or 
make equal with him?

As the hearts of men lie hidden trom 
their cies in the centres of their bodies, & 
the rootes of trees vnder the carth , mn 
ſuch ſorte, as1nthem(ſclues vere can not 
N 2 vicyy 
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view their natures and qualities, yet na 
ture hath taughr vs certaine wayes howe 
ro diſcouer them, the heart by motions, 
coulour, and pulle,the reote by the ſtem, 
branches, leaues, and fruit : euen ſo, loue 
hatbouring 1n the boſome of the hearte, 
cannot be perfe&ly diſcerned of morrall 
men (who wade into the depth of ſecrets 
by ſenſes) in it ſelfe , but by ſome cou- 
lours, the pulſe, the fruitſome externall 
ſigne, and ofal other, commonly it is de- 
clared by bencuolece, beſtowing of gifts, 
conferring of benefites . Soas S. Tohn in- 
tending to make manifeſt vnto vs,the ex- 
ceeding loue of God, touched this pulſe, 
ſhewed this fruit, Sic ders delexut mundecs, 
vt filumſunm vnigenitum daret, So GOD 
loued the world that he gaue his only be- 
cotten ſonne.

Yea I knoiwe not by 
what mecanes there reſtcth imprinted in 
our mindesa certaine ſent of love. When 
wecal tomemory this blefled ſacrament, 
it ſeemeth to ſmell of the heavenly Or- 
chards of paradiſe which breath ns other 
aire then the loue of the holy Ghoſt , for 
I think there is none ſo fimple that at the 
firſt proſpeR of his conceit when he cons» 
fidereth this gift preſently imagines not,

the worldthat hg gaue h1s ſonne , that all 
thoſe that did care him,ſhould not periſh 
but hauc life everlaſting. Yea, while I 
wade alitle deeper in this matter, know 
not how, but it ſeemeth to me2the three 
perſons in trinity contend which otthem 
ſhould ſhewe more excefle of louc by ex- 
celle of benefites: not that there can bee 
any emulation or diſcentionamong thoſe 
infinit louers and beloued, but that the cf-

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Þheares and diſpoſition of this inferione 
worlde , concluded that the gods were 
made for men: and in very deedc,if their 
priaciple had bin true,ne man could have 
denicd their ilation. But what wou!d they 
have inferred if they had feene chriſtans 
eate their God?Queſtionleſle they mighe 
auch more cuidently have confirmed 
their opinion. For when I thorowly con- 
kder with my ſclfe that god could die for 
man : and befides, would giuc himſclfe to 
him for meare , me thinkes if I had no 6+ 
ther matter to meditate vpon all my life, 
this woulde ſcrue men, by weighing the 
weaknes, miſeries,and infirmities of men: 
and after, comparing them with the per- 
feftions of God:and then to ſee that God 
would make ſuch an account of man, that 
hee would debaſc himſelfe almoſt to no- 
thing for his loue. This I ſay might cauſe 
the Seraphins to veile their eyes for won= 
der, and mortall mento be rauiſhed with 
admiration. Ifa friend doe ſpend but his 

oods for his friend, ſo thar ofa rich man 

e becom a beggar, who would not think 
this louc excecding 2 Or howe few ex- 
amples can we find of ſuch amitie,althogh 
the occalion bce offered very ny t 
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how few will ſtaine their credite, almoſt 
with a meere ſuſpition to fauour theyr 
friends in any cauſe of great importance? 
But how much leſle offer, and effetually 

:uc their bloud for love of their friend? 
© blefled Saniour thou artthe onely true 
friend, who it all forſake vs, will receyue 
vs, and not onely impart vsthy goods, but 
thy honour likewiſe,and bloud ro eate. If 
there were afather, who ſo affeed his 
ſonne, that he could ſpare no colt tohelp 
him to recouer his health, & for that end 


beltowed halfe a ſcore ſuch Cordialles as Plazre.s 


Cleopatra the Queene of Egyprt cate one 
after her ſupper (diſloluing apearle ſhee 
had fora pendent with vineger which 
was valewed at 30000. pounds, )there 1$ 
no man but he would 1dge he prized cx- 
treamely his ſonnes life. Yet what haue 
pearles to bee compared with thi; Sacra- 
ment? if God ſhould conuey all the malle 
ofthis world, all the golde and filuer , all 
ſtones and iewelles, all creatures liuing, 
men and Angels,into a one bit {as no wile 
man can deny itto be polsible)and would 
preſent this tothee,and fay,lo,] giuc thee 
all this roloue mee : woulde not all men 
udgethar god prized thy loue excedi"g- 
ly:for

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for which he offcreth ſogreata priſe? and 
al this he performeth in this ſacrament, & 
by thouſands more.For al that is viſible or 
Ipuiſible in this wor!de and ten thouſand 
worlds more,our blef[cd Chriſt the ſecod 
perſenin Trinity, which heare God free» 
ly beſtoweth vpon vs in moſt noble and 
eminent manner , comprechendeth. And 
what demaundeth he in recompence but 
Proverb.23, Fils prebe mh) cor tum quia amore langueo?

ancieut 15 the loue of Chriſt, wherewith 
he wſtitured this ſacrament? beganne it 
when he was incarnated?2no, before when 
he created the world , yet more ancient:

creation of the world : yet more elder, 
how old finally?as old as God inthat ſame

purely loue thee, and for thy glory ſcrue 
thee. How then will they vouchſatc to 
looke vppon ſuch darknes, accuſtomed 
to behold ſuch brightnes? how can they 
but abhorre the marches of dcath, whelc 
proper obieRs are the fountaine of lite? 


Third, Vehemenci. 


Feyes be ſcates of paſcions, windowes 

of affetions, quiuers of loue darts, ry- 
uers 1oyned with the fountaine of the 
heart, it is no maruaile i6 Chriſt, inten- 
dingtodeclare to S. Iohn, the force and 
fauour of his loue,appeared like eyes bur- 
niog ikea flame : becauſe the fire that 
polleſled his heart, could not bee contai« 
ned, but required ſome vent. It the cyes 
of our bodyes had put on the garments of 
im.nortalitie,by which al ſences are quik+ 
ned, and new abilities added, we might 
reade in the eyes of Chiiſt inhabiting this 
Sacra* 
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Sacrament, as in liuing bookes and maps 
of grace.the vchemet loue which moued 
his dinnitic to inſtitute this ſacred Eu» 
charilt : but ſince we cannot with the eres 
of our ſoules beholde his deitic, nor with 
the eyes of our bodyes view his humanity, 
let it be Jawfull for vsto argue his loue by 
naturall and moral reaſon: the which tca« 
cheth that wee mult ſearch the cauſes by 
effe ts, principles by operations, and ac- 
cording to the qualities and degrees of 
perfettions in theſe, inferre the natures & 
degrecs of perfetion in them. The cx- 
perience 15s manifeſt in luke warme water, 
in boyling water, and ina gloivg iron, all 
which participate heat : but becauſe wee 
perceiue that one heateth more vehe- 
mently then another, wee doe concludes 
that they all are hot, yet exceeding, one 
another in degree of heate. Moſt true it 18, 
that all ſupernatural gifts which procced 
from God,and are imparted to men, iflue 
from an infigite power, wiſdome , and 
zoodnes, becauſe they cannot be effected 
but by God : yet this confiſteth rather 1n 
the manner of their production, then in 
their ſubſtance or degree of perte&ion : as 


for example, Chriſt changed water into toks , 


WINE 
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wine in the mariage, the manner of wer- 
king this miacle in an inftit with a word, 
= the helpe or concourſe of any 0+ 
ther cauſe, required infinite power : yer 
becauſe the ſubſtance of wine, the degree 
and perfeftion of wine, was limirted and 
contained within the boundes of a ſpeci- 
all creature, therfore it required no infi+ 
nitic ofcauſe or principle, and therefore 
we ſceavinecan produce wine: Butif 
God could create an angel of infinit vers 
tue, perfeion, or grace, then, not only 
the manner, but alſo the ſubſtance wovld 
exat the infinit power of God. By this 
diſcourſe we may plainly conceiue, that 
this gift which GOD hath beſtowed vp- 
pon vs, requireth, not only infiit power 
mthe manner of preducing it vnder the 
rindes of bread and wine, bur alſo inthe 
very degree and perfection : and conſe- 
quently,being a gift,proceedeth from no 
Imitred, but infinit Jouc in degree and 
perfettion, becauſe, the effects being in» 
finit in rap a principle in like 
proportion,and therfore we may wel con 
clude, that this gift and Gods loue weyed 
both in a ballance have not one dram of 
difference, What loue can cquall this? 


* what 
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whatgreater excelle coulde Cod ſhew? 
Nam nfuourum et, vitra quod non eſt accipere. 
A thing infinite, is that that rccet- 
ueth nothing beyond it. If all the loves in 
the world, how ardent, how feruent, how 
vehement ſocuer, were compared with 
this, they would appeare as little ſparkes, 
in reſpet of the valt ocean fer that roul- 
eth vnder the moone. But if we adde here 
vnto the value of this loue, the dignite 
and worth, the vehemencie therof would 
better appeare. For as one droppe of 
Chriſts bloud in this ſacrifice ought more 
to be prized then millions of worldes, e- 
uen ſo one graine of this loue ought to be 
preferred before all che loves that eucr 
were, are,or ſhalbe, For which cauſe our 


Sauiour ſaide once, us amat patrem wel Math.ue: 
matrem plus me, non eft me dome, Hee that Luke 34+ 


loueth tather or mother more then mee rs 
not worthy of me, that is, he deſerueth to 
leeſe an infinit good, an endlcle loue, 
thatpreferreth a baſe and limitred loue 
before mine :and for the {ame ca:iſe hee is 
worthy of cternall hatred who o little 
accounteth ſuch excelle of

AT reatiſe of 
Fourth, Fecanaditie, 


BY glaunces of eyes and words of motith 
the heart exalrteth the vapours of af- 
fetions; And therefore our Sauiour with 
eyes like fire, and voyce like the ſound of 
many waters,diſcouered to ſaint Iohn the 
conditions of his toue » by the flame of his 
eyes, the vehemencie, by the noylſe of his 
voyce, the fecunditic : for as the water 
which falleth from heaucn rendeteth the 
earth fertill and aboundant with flowers 
and fruit , eucn (o this ſacrament embro- 
thereth the ſoile of our ſoules with the 
Howers of vertue , and leadeth them with 
the fruits of good workes. Marke fayth $. 
Ciprian,what they dos and conſider what 
they doo ſpeake, whe hungring and thir- 
ſting after righteouſneſle,arc ſatiated(hee 
meancth with the Euchariſt) what a tioly 
odour that tulne s breatheth, good works, 
decent maners.chaſte effes,quiert ſenſes, 
that intervall ſinceritic ſpreadeth abroad, 
But who cuer ſawe water that reſtoreth 
dead trees to life?the Euchariſt reſtoreth, 
and therefore it is called pars wite, the 
bread of life. What water could cucr pre- 
leruc 
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ſcrue a tree alwayes in vigour,and enable 
iteternally to beare both floures & fruit? 
the Euchariſt inableth 2s monrducat hunc 


viuet in atermens , hoe that catcth of _ 


this bread ſhall liue for ever. Whar water 
euer did change the nature of trees, and 
cauſed a crab tree bring foorth figges,or a 
briar to beare grapes? I he Euchariſt cau- 
ſeth, by bridling concupiſcences, it chan- 

eth carnall affe&tion into ſpiriuall , and 

enſualitic into virginitic : what heauenly 
dew had cuer virtue to make one tree pro 
duce al ſortes of fruits? the Euchariſt ma- 
keth, for by deifying the ſoule with grace 
it is diſpoſed by theologicall and morall 
verrues to effect al good works, which are 
fruit to be preſented to the table of God 
almightie. Butit jg to be conſidered, that 
the noyſe was cauſed by a multitude of 
waters, for the loue of God doth not onlic 
frudtific the ſoule as water, but alſo it wa- 
ſheth it after a much more excellent man- 
ner than water,and therefore pruneth the 
treevand trimmeth them. This water con 
uerted into bloud mixt with wine before 
conſecration delired Dauid, when he was 


ſported with {innes, ſaving , eMjperges me PH, oa; 
Dome h1/opo, Sprinkle me(O Lord) with; Habs,

Pur.in Ly- 
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hiſope dipt in bloud. What bloud:Not of 
caluesnor bulles, but figured by chem,the 
bloud of Chnſt. And what will it doc:la- 
wabis me, /uper ninem dealbabor,thou wilt 
walh me, and I ihal be whiter than ſnow: 
for water of lite ſo cleauſeth finnes, that it 
adioyneth a new beautie : as if there could 
be a water, which waſhing a blacke More 
did not only purge the faith from his face, 
but alſo added a whitencelle which he ne+ 
uer had. Such cffe&ts worketh the Euchas 
riſt :forit cleanſeth , not onely the ſoule 
from ſinne, but alſo ad1oyneth a colour of 
gold,a ſupernaturall brightnes, apartici- 
pation of Gods deitie : and beautifierhit 
ſo exceedingly,that it becommeth Dine 
nature con/ors, partaker of the diuine na« 
ture : Other waters bygvaſhing conſume 
the ſubſtance of that they wa!h , bur this 
water is mingled with wine, & both con- 
uerted intn bloud,and therefore nouriths 
eth.tortifieth. and addeth a new vigour to 
the ſoule, like that bath of wine Lycurgus 
ordained to walh yorg infants withal un- 
mediately iter they were borne,to fortt- 
fie their ionnts. corroborate their ſinewes, 
andwith the hear* ro conſume ſuperflu- 
ous moyituc;orher waters by clenfing 0+ 
ther 
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ther things defile themſelues, but this wa- 
ter remains incriſtal purity, & rather ioy- 
neth a new luſtre of glorifying god. Many 
ſpots there be in nature which water can- 
not waſh away: but there is no [tain of the 
foule, but this bloud is able to cleanſe it 
fully. Another water concurred ro forme 
that noſe which Chriſts voice reſembled, 
& that had force to quench the thirſt : for 
he that drinketh this couerted water, ſhal 
never thirſt againe , becauſe Chriſt hath 


ſo regiſtred it in S. John, qu b1but ex bac a- 156 


qua non [itzet in aternwn, he that thal drinke 
of this water,{hall not thirſt for ever : for 
as all medicines require a time for opera- 
tion, ſo this Sacrament after a ſmall time 
wil extinguith al inordinate affetions,S& 
fil our ſouls ab whertate domus domini, {rom 
the fruittulnes of our Lords houſe. 
Fift, Efficacee. 
He ſtars which he carried in his hands 
repreſentedthe 7. Angeils, who were 
21 wore ouer the 7 churches,the which 
e bare in his hand, becauſe hee maoucd 
themalto labour,induſtry,and dihgence: 
for the loue of God cannot be idle: wher- 
fore the holy [ghoſt , who is eſlentiallye 
loue, delccaded vppon the Apoltlesin 
torme

forme of fire, which neuer can.reſt , but 
alwayes is in motion. He is compared al- 
ſoto winde, the which ccaling to mooue, 
ceaſeth to be. And to a fountaine, which 
Jeeſeth the name, when it leaueth to runs 
ſs amor eſt ,operatar, [i non operarnr amor nou 
eft. It it be loue, ut worketh, if it worke 
nor, it isnot loue. And queſtonleſle our 
$auiour moſt diuincly ſheweth the effe- 
cacic of his loue in this Sacrament : For 
what meaneth thoſe wordes, us finem dule- 
xit eos, tothe end he loued them : but that 
his loue contended to effcCtuate al things 
neceſſary for their ſaluation cucn vanto 
the extreame day of his life? the very pre= 
ſent daunger and certaintie of his death 
coulde rot ſlay the force of his loue to 0+ 
mit one iote of that his fathcr had com- 
maunded and preſcribed vato him. Who 
doubteth but the patience of God expe- 
Qing continually in the Tabernacle that 
we come to worſhip him, to louc him, to 
pray vnto him, to mooue vs to deuotion, 
argueth the effecacic of his loue, and con 
tinuall aftc&tion todo vs good, He ſtands 
like the ſunne which beatcth at the wur- 
dowes of our hearts, if we wil open them, 
he is alwaycs ready tocnter in;he remai» 
neth 
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neth there as a river of Chriſtall water» 
running by our doores, if we wil not dravy 
je vpathe tault 1s ours, the river never ftai- 


eth his courſe : yea,our ſauiour lamenteth 752 53+ 


that we wil notdrioke of it,crying Suien- 
tes venite ad aquar, You that arethirkkic 
come to the Waters : but more lively in 
the Canticles, Chriſt argucth our neg[i- 
gence and ſheweth his dihgence, «pers 
wuhbs /oror mea, amuca mea, columba mea, un- 
mac ulata mea quia caput mexn plenis eft rore 
Ccicun mes gutrhs other.

—_— the reprobate to have as 
free acceſlc to ſacramcats,to grace,and all 
other ſupernatural meanes.35 the clefted, 
kowbeit hee did cuidently foreſee they 
ſhould be an occaſton of great dination,ſo

Miciently content any wiſe man, & alſo 
declare the loue of God in permutting the 
reprobate to abuſe ſuch heautly treaſures. 
Firſt we mult belceue as an article of our 
faith,that God 13 infinite, wiſe, good, and 
omnipotent:by his wiſdom he foreſees al 
things which concerne his uſtice,his cha» 
ritie,mercie,the good of man.& the glory 
ofhis majeſtic. Burif I knew all, and were 
vitious or malicious,he might effe many 
thipgs againſt right and wuſtice:bur being 

| unkautg 
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infinite good » no malice or iniquity can 
ſtain the crwne of his dignity. Yetalbeie 
he were wiſe & good, yet infirme & weak 
of force, he might know many things con 
yenient, yet for lacke of power, not effect 
the,to fupplic this defeR, he hath annex- 
ed his emnipotencie, ſo that wha! hee 
knoweth & intendeth hee can putin exe- 
cution. Omnia quecung, voluit fact w calo 


# terra. Alwhatſocucr he willed he did in Plx,r1g 


heauen and in earth. By this diſcourſe we 
may infer, that when we admire the wan 
ders of gads works, & find ſomething that 
ſcemeth either againſt his juſtice, wiſdom, 
or goodnes, we ought to bridle our iudge- 
ments with theſe three infunities, of wilds, 
goodnes, & power. Secondly for the me- 
rite of faith God woulde nor diſcerne the 
juſt from the vniuſt.the good fro the bad, 
in his viſible church, tor divers molt ne- 
ceſlarie and important reaſons,and there= 
fore it was expedient that all externall 
and viſible meanes ſhoulde bee common 
to both , for otherwiſe the eleted ſhould 
have bin confirmed ingrace,& therepro- 
bare in malice, that thoſe could do no gl, 
nor they no good, which was contrary '0 
the nature of man. T hirdly, if God dzd 
P 3 tories 
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foreſce,many would abaſc chis facrawment: 
he did fore(ee the cauſe before the effec, 
that «the abuſe proceeded not becauſe he 
did not foreſee it, but becauſe man would 


'moſt wickedly abuſe itthe which was the 


cauſe vvhy he did foreſee it: he therefore 
laving before mi tire & vyater,good and 
Il, hte & dexth;who can blame him if men 
rather burne then bath rhemſclues? Laſtly 
ſuch is the goodnes of godzthat he wil opE 
the treaſures ofthis grace, even vnto the 
wicked,that thetby the elefted may exrol 
his bounty, & the reprobate c5etmn their 
own ingratitude, for if weeaccount thoſe 
men moft yerryous who dogood to ftran- 
gers, to wicked men, and thoſe that haue 
tmal deſerts , without doubt the infinite 
goodnes of God is a ſufficient cauſe to do 
good fo me without any deſerts at all,and 
therfore no maruel if we rolterare the re- 


-probate to feed ypon his table,betauſe his 


loue 1s foconſtant towards the waſt , that 
hee will rather permit the reprobate to a- 
buſe bym,thenthe iaft to leeſe him.

{pot,was not content that hs loue ſhould 
oncly bee beautified with aboundance of 
lighe, but alſo he diſperſed his raics vpon 
althoſe who condignely receive him 1nto 
their harts:for he knowerh very well chat 
P4 vadcaſtan- 
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derſtanding is the cyc of loue, and thatin 
bliſle we ſhal loue him beſt, becautc there 
we ſhall know him molt. By which cir« 
cumſtance of Gods loue wee may interre 
the force and perfeAtioa therof : for hee 
that with irfinit wiledome knew his own 
maieſtie,our miſery,the admirable excel- 
lence of this Sacrainent, the eltate of his 
church, the cauſes of the in{titution» the 
effects of it,the good ves andabuſcs ther- 
of; could not but be inflamed with a moſt 
ardent fire of love in granting vs ſuch a 
benefit. For letany man expend in parti» 
cular, and he ſhalltne this ilatiou to bee 
moſt manife(t.

in diſpoſing of his owne perſon, as a king 
ſhould giue himfelfe to redecme his king- 
dom, his loue by al reaſon ov hr to be dee- 
med molt kingly and maieftical,for in re- 
nouncing his ri&ht,he ſhevyveth his ful au- 
thority:eue ſo our ſauior by debaſing him- 
felf ſo low, & in a certain ſort renouncing 
his right, declareth moſt manifeſtly the 
maieſlye of his Joue, By ordaining this 
ilacritice 


eATreaiſe of 
facrifice of himſelfe , hee manifeſteth, 
hikwiſe the maicſte of his loue in the a- 
forcfaide three pertetions. For none bue 
he that hath full and complet domimion 
oucr God can inſtiture a facrament or 
facrifice wherein the contained is God, 
and conſequently he ſheweth himſelfe to 
have power and authoritie over all that 
appertaineth to God.

T He glory ef God cannot be ſeperated 
from has loue, for as all his other attri» 
butes, and internall a&tions, are the ſelfe 
fame _ with bis deitie, ſo is his loue, 
and therefore as infinite in perfection as 
the reſt : we call his love glorious, becauſe 
3t aſlyeth (ſpeaking according to the ca» 
pacitics of our wits) from the hghtof glo- 
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rf» whereby God is bleſled in himlſclfe 2 
beſides, it is one effenriall part of his feli- 
eticts louc himſelfe, and therefore wee 
ought rhe more to prize this love, that 
hauing before it all goodneſle, all beaury,

From the ri{ing of the ſunne vato the ſer- 
ting my name is great among Gentiles: 
he reſtrained it tono definite time, as all 
ſacrifices of the Jewesslike ſo many errant 
plannets, were to leeſe their light in the 
appearing of the ſunne,whoſe ]:ght ſhall 
never faile, but firſt the world ſhall leeſe 
his forme, before this ſacrifice hall leeſe 
his glorie. Moreover the prieſts be not 
determined within the {traite3of any pe« 
degree, as the ſacrifices of Moſes within 
the tribe of Leui, nenther the quantity of 
bread nor wine our loving ſauiour pre- 
{ctibed for conſecrationbut left it freely 
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to the Prieſts intention to conſecrate {0 
much of that which may be preſZt before 
himas ſhal ſeeme goed vnto him:neither 
hmited he any time » butleftit to be the 
receiuers deuotion : if they could prepare 
themſclues worthily cuery day,he is cone 
tent they [ſhould communicate cuery day, 
and ſo thouſandes of prieſts as they daily 
live by breathing this vitall aire tocon= 
ſerue their budies, ſo they daily ſucke the 
bloud from Chriſlts ſide to feede theyr 
ſoules. Conſider how many maſles are {ud 
cuuerie day in Italy, Spaine, France, Gere 
many, Flanders, Powland, England, Ire 
land, Scotland, and the Falt and Welt In- 
dians where there be now almolt as many 
Catholikes as in all Eupore , and vppon 
ſundaics and other feaſt.uall daies hows 
many millions comunicate. \Imagine how 
theſe vaincs of Chriſts ſacred body , like 
the foure maine riuersthat iſlued out of 
Paradiſe, viue ſutficient reteis ro al this 
innumerable maltitude:if we had the cies 
of our ſoules open to view Chriſts preci- 
ous body and bloud glorious and ſhining, 
fixed io this ſacrament, & lhining in their 
breaſts, we ſhould behold another ſore of 
ſpangled fmament un carth,then wee do 
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ſce in heauen in the cleareſt winter night, 
Canlider moreouer the fragrant ſmell,the 
ſpirituall odour , which continually the 
Catholike Church diſperſed chroughthe 
whole world,cxalteth trom this diuine ſa- 
crifice,and ſendeth vp ro heaven in reco2- 
noſcence of the infinite benefit of Chriſts 
paſiion, and the manifold graces we haue 
receiucd from his mate{hie. It God would 
declare it with acorporall (hew, the hea* 
uens,aire,& carth would be coucred with 
this ſacred inſence. Bleſled be his name for 
eucr,who ſo fatre extended the ſphere of 
his louesthat he would haue all men, at al 
times,of all qualities,in all placcs,to be hi- 
cenced to haue tree acceflc vnto him, in 
ſuch ſorr, that the verie angels admiring 
the admirable ſweetneſle of the Church, 
preſenting her ſelfc daily in theſe ſacred 
oblations , before the vniuerſall court of 
heaucn,and wondering how ſuch grateful 
ſmels aſcend from ſuch barre deſerts,ſaid, 
Due off ifta,que aſcentit de deſerto dibicys af- 
flnens,enuxa [mer ſpoſrom, who 13 this which 
aſcendeth from the deſart , lowing with 
delights , leaning vpon her ſpouſe.

ces,for they boti repreſented the paſsion 
of Chriſt,and the incruent ſacrifice of the 
Euch ariſt, which in ſubſtance is all one 
with the paſsion, Others did carrie on 
their ſhou'ders the cognuſance of the ef+ 
fefts of this ſacrament, as the tree of life 
in Paradiſe the rainbow to we and his po- 
ſteritie, Manna in the deſart , the henie 
which opened the cies of lonathas, the 
Chiiſtall water which the ſtonie vaines of 
rag ie rocks guſhed forth at the requeſt 


roake of Moſes. 

Others God ordained principally to in- 
ſinuate vnte vs the continuance and per» 
peruitic of this oblation,as the two (acrie 
fices God appointed the Iews daily to of- 
fer, once in the morning, & another inthe 
eucning : athers hee determined to cx- 
prelle tundrie circumſtances, as the puri- 
tic and perfection, by the facrifice of moſt 
pure oyle,& fineſt - hanagoro rs to fore- 
tell howe gratctull this ſacrifice was Vaco 
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Godby infence, themiamata, and other 
odoritorous fmelles. All which figures, {a- 
cnifices , ceremonies, and ordinances of 
God, hee that would take the aſlumpt to 
declare, and apphe everic one to the Eu- 
chaniſt, might eaſily find ſufhciene matter 
to fall a whole volume. T herfore I meane 
to omit all the reft,and only bertake me ta 
two of the principall and moſt celebrated

Secondly , this Lambe was to bee 
ſacrificed inthe Citie of leruſalem, and 
where can this ſacrifice be offered, butin 
the Catholike church, by Ieruſale repre- 
-ſcotediThirdly, ut was to be facrificed in 
the evemiag : at what time clſc appointed 
our ſauiour this ſacrament? When did hee 
£xc it with his diſciples, but in the cue- 
ning?Allthe whole family were to mecte 
atthis feaſt,to be made partakers thereof: 
by this we vnderſtand the charitic that all 
Catholikes ought co haue, whe chey come 
to this altar to cate the common foment 
of all true charitie. Fiftly,i t was to be ea» 
tenroſted, and ſo was our bleſled ſaviour 
vpon the croſlc,and in his ſacrament, with 
the fare of charity, which he brought from 
heauen to earth,and what clſe pretended 
he bur that it ſhoulde burne. Sixtly, no 
common bread,but valcaucned was to be 
catcn 
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eaten in this ſacred feaſt: loyne this bread 
and the lamb togerher,and loe the formes 
of our vnlcauened (acrifice, & our lambe 
of God that taketh away the ſinnes of the 
world.Belides,this vnleauened bread fig- 
nifieth innocencie & finceritie,that none 
oughtto feede here bur ſuch as think ve- 
rily they bee in Gods grace,and cloathed 
with the marriage g.rment of erernall 
ſantitie.Seuenthly,the ſauce for this my= Marh,zu 
ſticall lambe was no other but ſower,bit- 
ter, and wilde Lettices, and in this Sa« 
cramentthe bitter compaſsion & cando- 
lence of Chrilts death,ſalt and ſorrowſull 
teares for our linnes,caule a ſingular good 
taſt in thoſe who participare this tacrifice. 
Eightly,the hea4,the feer, and the intra's 
were tobe (ſwallowed,tha: 1s,1a this ſacra- 
ment(as was declared in the 41.cauſe)the 
diuinne of Chrilt figntfied by his head, 
the loue of Chriſt declared by his feete, 
the ſecret manner of his being heere we 
mult (wallows no mortall man can ſuth- 
ciently comprehend them. Ninthlie,therr 
loynes wereto be girded, to (ignifie the 
purity of mind &chaſtitic of body wher- 
with this doue bathed in virgins milke, 
cught to be eaten. Tenthly they holde 
ſtaucs

Nanes in'their handes, to foretel!l vs that 
we mult walke forwarde in our journey, 
where wee ſhall ſuffer the encounters of 
divers enemies, and therefore wee ought 
eo reccive it as adefence and a protetion 
againſt them.Elcuenthly,chey were houd 
to haue ſhooes on their fceteto teach vs 
that our affections muſt bee reſtrained, 
our inordinate paſsions bridled, our pre- 
poſterous concupiſcences mortified, 
if wee will cate the voſpotted Lambe, 
mortifted till death to give vs eternal life. 
Twelfth, their cating of it in haſte,decla- 
red ynto ys that his ſacrament was to bee 
eaten as in paſlage to lite everlaſting, We 
werenot alwaics to cat it inthis forme, but 
rexelata facie with his face reueled in glo- 
Ty. Thirteenes if any thing was lett, God 
commanded them to burne it, becauſe he 
would hauc it a full ſacrifice: as this Eus 
chariſt, where all is couſumed, all is offe- 
red vp to God, all receied of the Prieſt. 
Fourteene,thc ſprinckling of thoſe poſtes 
with bloud, which was a wall of ſecuritic 
__ thefury of the angell, who killed 
the firſt borne of the Egyptians, who is ſo 
ignorant»that ſeeth not'to be the mouthes 


and hearts of Catholkes ſprinkled with 
as 
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this bloud » and thereby defended from 
the furious tyranny and crucll inuifion 
of that deformed angell ot hell. Manic 
more morail and ſpirituall conceits de- 
vout ſoules may di{HlIl from theſe my! 
ca\l cerenn puns which God by Iis 1nfi- 
nite wiſedom appointed to repreſent the 
ſacred Eucharilt a for what aches thing 
could he prctende ? to what purpolc fo 
many rites a1d ceremonies for eating a 
Lambe? what iniported it him that they 
ſhould haue ſhooes on their tcete? Cite 
thoſe butter lettices, vnleatened bread, 
with their lovnes girt? nothing cou d 
principaliy moue ſuch amaieſhs, bur the 
maic{tie ot rhis ſacrament : for howbeat 
hee would hane thote penvle to re 
member his benect:t of dele- 
rance out of Exypr, verthree 
of chele ceremonies had 
beene fſutficient 
tor them,

F ſoit chance that theſe my {imple dif. 

courles fall into their hands for whoſe 
talles they were not prepared, I thought 
good to give them three or foure aduir- 
e{ment+,that they remaining withcut the 
vineyard of Chrif?,may thruſt their hands 
through the hedge, and benefit them- 
ſcluecs atleaſt by the leaues of the Eucha- 
2*{t, ſince ethey cannot be pertakers of the 
fruite. 

Firſt that Tint&ded not here to prove by 
fathers, councclls, & ſcriptures, theologi- 
cally, , cuery cauſe as in ſchoo les they Come 
monly are handled : (t!.e which 1f 1 were 
todeale with heretikes, ITcould cahly 
performe) but only brietlv to repreſent 
vnto the propleseves for their meditati» 
ons, ſore pointes 2ppliable to cucry ca- 
thol:kes capacitie. Neither doe I ftufſe 
the wargines with citations, becauſe 1n 
very deed | I:cked bookes : but ceuery 
ſound di:zine may wel perce:ue:that what 
ſocuer the fathers haue written concer= 
ning the wſtitution ane cffctts of the Eus 
charilſt, 


chariſt, may be reduced into one cauſe or 
other. And conſequentlya litele reading 


would quickly haue titled the margines. 
Secondly,let them conſider huw maice 
ſtically, how reuerently, how reaſonably 
Catholikes belieuegteach, and worſhippe 
this facramert. And what diflerence there 
1sbetwixt our vencrable ſacrifice, & their 
prophane bread and wine. Our ſacrament 
ſub!1{ting by Geds fonne 1ncarnate, and 
their meere tipicall [hadowe : our euerlas 
{ting fountaine,ſpringing graces and ver 
tues, tor lite euelaiting, and their naked 
ſupper, vaſcaſoned with grace, depriued 
of vertue, ſpailed ot religion. And in ve- 
ry truth, | cannot {ee how they can laue it, 
but chat wholocuer catech his breaketalt 
ſayinz grace before and after, commutns= 
catet\1 as well, and fcedeth as pertectly on 
Chritt byfaith as they do.Moreouer who 
1s fo blind that cannot difcerne howe the 
paſcall lambe and manna, which repre- 
ſented Chrilt in the holy Eucharilt, were 
much mure excellent ſacraments then 
their communion, becau'e they more 
lively repreſented Chriſt, the lambe his 
paſs:on, and manna the fruites thereof, 


then a ZoLbet of bread anda ſup of wine:

and conſequently the blood of the lam be 
ſprinckled vpon their dores, much more 
expreſly ſtirred vp their fait to feed on 
Chriſt then a breaktalt othrca4 & wine. 
Thirdly for this argument and miny 
more I find the proteltants both in their 
bookes and conferences molt wauer ins, 
and not able finally to reſolue them'clues 
what to hold, yetI heare that Doftour 
Anarewes hath publikely preached that 
Chiſts bodie is there really, and mame 
Proteſtants I know hold the ſame cpini- 
on.But alas how 1s it poſs1ble ſor any man 
to cate the bodie of Chrilt reallv,and nor 
corporally,atter the mier of Catholikes, 
defend the bodie of Chr1lt to be realy in 
the ſacrament? for howe can it be reall1e 
preſent, being really diſtznr as far as hea- 
uen trom earth:er how can tlc body haue 
a real] preſence and a corporall ablence?it
